. Despite the snowy, cold 
weather, some 100 persons 
gathered in Union Forum Hall 
last night to hear Ellen Stewart, 
founder of New York's "La Mama 
Experimental Theatre." 

Ms. Stewart, vibrantly dressed 
in patchwork jeans, African 
jewelry and a laig Afte kalidfl^ Is 
la Mama. 

Her theater received its title 
"liecause all the people in ttie 19 
troupes call me Mama " 

MS. STKWART set foot in New 
York in 1950 where she hopied to 



shidy fasliion design. When she 
first arrived she was "adq[}ted" 
by a Jewish merchant wIm en- 
couraged her to find a "pwAicarf ' 
to l>ecome a success. 

"A pushcart is something like a 
dream that can get yen 
anywhere," she explained. 

Ms. Stewart's pushcart irarked 
Within two months she became an 
executive designer for Sachs Fifth 
Aveoue. 

She worked at Sachs lor seven 
years. After two years of 
liosptta li/ii tioM for a sci lous 



illness, she travelled to Morocco 
where she was encouraged by a 
friend to and 



IN iMi she found that pushcart 
That year "La Mama" was bom 
in a small one-room theater. 

"If you had 2S people hi it you 
couldn't move," she remaiieed. 

Ms. Stewart said she started flie 
theater mainly to give her 
brother, a budding playwright, a 
vehicle for his plays. 

"I didn't do it out (rf any 
dissatisfaction with traditional 
theatre," she said. "I just did it 
for my brother a nd another friend. 
We didn't even know what we 
were doing. We just bad a desbpe 
to do s(»nething." 

From tins modest beginning, 
"La Mama" has expanded to 
include 19 troupes with 12 to 25 
members each. Mai^ of these are 
ethnic groups which perform 
pieces concealing Uacks, Chinese 
and American Indians. 

"WE WORKED very hard at 
achieving 'total theatre.* " Ms. 
Stewart explained. "Every 
performer has to t>e an actor, 
singer, dancer and acrobat" 

A resident troupe recentiy 
performed Euripides' "Medea." 
Before rehearsals began, the cast 
had to learn flie tSKtttiliOlft^ttA 
and Latin. 

**The text Itself is not eoou^ for 
us as a stage piece," she said. 
"Our work is much more visual 
than traditional theatre. I'm not 
saving taditional theatre imH 
vaUd. but 1 didn't like IL"

One of the more significant 
accomplishments of the first 
Cmnmission <m the Status of 
Womoi, conmission members 
lielieve, was the creation of an 
Affirmative Action Office. 

"That recognizes the legitimacy 
of the women's demands," said 
Cornelia Flora, bead of the first 
commission's faculty sub- 
ccMnmittee. "It symbolizes that 
sex discrimination exists and that 
ure're going to try to remedy it." 

Coordinating efforts to combat 
discrimination within the 
University is Dorothy Thompson, 
director (rf the Affirmative Action 
Office, AndefWB 115. 

A GRADUATE in English from 
Wisconsin State University, Ms. 
Thompson moved to Manhattan in 
1965. She taught junior high 
English for me year and fre^ 
man English Compoiitksi daieei 
here. 

She also was a member (rf the ad 
hoc committee that compiled data 
on sex discrimination here t)efore 
President James A. McCain 
appointed a fornnal commission. 

As director of the newly created 
office, Ms. Thompson is directly 
reqMXisible for the University's 
Affirmative Action program, 
required fciy the Department of 
Healtti, Education and Weifare of 
all government contractors. 



lis. Thompson also serves as 
diadmuin of the new CfHnmissim 
on the Status ct Women that was 
appointed in October, composed of 
many of the same faculQr and 
staff members that served on last 
year's commission. 

The present commission's 
subcommittees include diose on 
women faculty, students, 
classified employes, part-time 
employes, 1^1 p reWem s and 
curriculum 

Since her appointment last 
August, Ms. Thompson hu fiomkl 
her responsibilities demand that 
site be a coordinator, a watchdog 
and an adviser. 

CURRENTLY, her role of 
coordinator becomes 
predominant as she and the 
commission work to develop a 
written University>wide Af- 
firmative Action Plan required by 
HEW.

tbe inscription on the base of the 
Statue of Liberty seems trite and 
meaningless today, especially in 
the case of 'Ber^fam de Souza, K- 
State student too^ U^da. He 
wants to become a citizen of this 
country that proclaima "liberty 
and justice ior aU." ' 

HOWEVER. DUE to cir- 
cumstances beyond Ms control 
(such things as not being bom an 
American citizen or of royal 
lineage), this desire looks almost 
impoisiUe. * 

His visa, as a foreign student, 
wiU expire on Dec. 24. Iliis is no 
tfisis; his visa has expired every 
Christmas eve for the last three 
years and it has been renewed 
after imnrigration officials were 
convinced of bis financial support 
for the next year. 

Due to the plight of his Asian 
parentSj expejled from recently 
nationallM Uganda, further 
support is doubtful. The guidelines 
established by this countrys* 
bureaucratic people mill leave 
immigration officials "no alter- 
native" but to send de Souza badk 
to a rigidly segregated country ~ 
a country where an Asian has no 
hope of obtaining a college 
education or employment. 

Naturally, on the "day of 
judgment", our bureaucrats will 

have to plead "justifiable con- 
demnation." Of course, we should 
recognize that the immigration 
department, on humanitarian 
grounds, has offered to open the

CynlAisiTi strikes 
student's outlook 



It in that time of year again, when we looii 
back over the lait three or four months and 
wonder at the great wealth of knowledge we 
have once again failed to accumula te. That 
may seem a UtUe cynical but for some 
reason I tend to get a little cynical at this 
stage of the semester. This time I think it 
was touched <^f by reading an article in 
Monday's Collegiay^ alMHit wmneii't 
liberation m campus. 

In reading the Collegian article I came 
across a statement attributed to the Vice 
Presittent for Academki Affairs John 
Chalmers, in which he exfilalned the failure 
of the University to iminoia many female 
faculty members. Be noted Oat men at K- 
State out-publish the women by a rate of 
five-to-two. I haven't encoualeired the old 
publishing crap for awhile. 

Last fall the students at our institution 
almost got t<^elher long enough to do 
something about the tenure system. At that 
time some members of the administration 
give the imjffession that they realized the 
abttity to write a teamed paper had litUe to 
do with the ability to teach effectively. Now 
that the heat is we are right back where 
we started. 

TO BE FAIR. I should admit lliat If I 
have not obtaiaed eU I could from this 
semester, it is partiaDy due to lack of in- 
spired ^<Nrt Nevertheless, this semester 
had one tiling in common wifli eveiy other 
semester since I have been here. The 
tiigtier up the totem toward full professor 
my instructors have been, Qie Hmw has 
been the level of ability tlMQr draMoHnttod 
to effimmunicate <MraUy. 

Thore have been a few notable ex- 
ceptions, but not enough to prevent me 
from drawing this generalization; ttiat the 
more an hntnieter works at writing to get 
promoted, the less he or she works at being 
understood by liis or tier studento. If women 
(k> not pubUili as miicli as men 4ok that in 
itself should be a good tmtm for hMof 
more women. 

One other item in the news is a long- 
needed ma Jor review of the programs of flw 
state's universities ami colleges. The 
primary concrete st^ which the r^ents 
have taken concerns gradnaie programs. 
For the state system as a whole, 63 
graduate degrees have been discootiiuied 
and another 71 have twen put on 
"probation " While it would be nice to think 
that the regents decided to discontinie 
certain programs bemiie thq^ recognised 
that they no longer served a valid purpose, 
instead the regents have merely 
acknowiedged tint the ttudenti have 
already arrived at lliat coMlnaloD. 

Only those degree programs in which less 
than an average of one person per year 
have graduated were dlscontlntted. 

Masters programs with less than six 
graduates per year and doctoral programs 



with less than three were made provisional. 
The biggest loser was BdncaSott 

Specialist degree, which accounted for 37 
cancellations at the University of Kansas, 
Wichita State University, Kansas Slale 
College of Pittsburg, and Ft Hays Kansas 
State College. K-State had only eight 



IN ADDITION to the EducatiOi 
Specialist programs, another 20 education 
graduate programs have been cancelled in 
the state system. That 57 of the 63 programs 
cancelled were in education degrees 
demonstrates what almost anyone knows 
anyway, that with the "baby-boom" 
dirougb the schools, there is no longer 
much demand for new teachers with 
masters degrees. 

This is due not only to stabilizing 
enroOmettto, but also to limits now being 
placed upon school budgets. Since public 
schools must increase a teacher's salary 
wheii thQT receive a graduate degree, and 
school systems have encountered in- 
creasing resistance from taxpayers when 
the cost of salaries goes up, graduate 
degrees have become liaUfittet ttMM 
seeking teaching jobs. 

A series tA articles on the regent's r^Mrt 
is now appearing in the Manhattan 
Mercury. Tb^ deserve careful read- 
ing by all members of the University 
community. The report uses such general 
terminology as "the institution's d^ribed 
mission" and "guiddines to avoid un- 
necessary diqtlication, hold down costs, and 
improve quaUly." It wiU be most tn- 
teresting to see how these generalizations 
are translated into policy. 

The potential exists for Kansas to develop 
an outstanding system of hi^er education, 
if the regents are serious about avdding 
present duplication and truly improving the 
quality of educatian we are receiving. 
Hwever. the whole thing could be just a 
little housecleaning and Public Rdations 
exercise. Since, we, the students, are the 
ones most effected by the educatimal 
system, we shoukl nuke our opinions 
known m ttiis report as it may pdot the 
way which* 
decade.

the diet Ust; eatfa« otfy the 
amounts on the diet; not skipping 
meals; not eating between meals. 

"If students eat the proper fbock 
and cut down on the amount they 
will kae weight," Bradibaw said. 



Boom, echo

"^>eetal measures have been 
taken to improve the sound

"THIS PROBLEM Will be

This will cost us 
more, but will eliminate the un- 
desirable sounds." 

Ticket sales for the Earl 
Scruggs concert at K-State have 
leeched the 4,000 m»Kc, Dan 
Cofran, Unkm pni^mn advteor, 
said. 

"The ticket sales are moving 
pretty steady, about as we had 
expected," Cofran said.

BRADSHAW SAID they like 
their participants to lose at least 
one peoada wmk and hopMBy 
two or three pounds a week. 

To lose one pound a student 
must consume 4,000 fewer eiMiB 
than their body uses. To maintain 
weight a student needs 15 calories 
times their average body waigbL 
For example, if a person weighs 
ISO pounds, they need 2,700 
calories a day to maintain this 
weight. To loae one pound in four 
days this pmon would eat 1,700 
calortes eacfa day. 

E!ach week students in the 
psogram keep track of the kinds 
and amounts of food they eat and 
bring it to the meeting. Students 
are weighed at every meetii^ 
and a record is kept ef their 
weight losses. 



"T was gdng to be a bridesmaid

•MR. BRADSHAW explained 
the diet and our group was 

assigned a senior dietetic. Our 
diet was based on a point-system 
which is a variation of «'i wiT'*f«^ 
calories," she said. 

On the recommendation of 
losing two pounds a week, she said 
she set her goal to lose 20 pounds 
by the end of the semester. 

"I lost tlBS 20 pounds plus 20 
mm-e by continuing this diet 
during the summer," she said. 

"Vm now satisfied with my 
present weight so I discontinued 
my diet But I do continue to eat 



three balanced meals fc day, st^r 
out of the habit of snacking, and I 
9MSS out of habU I naually couDt 
op fte feeds I eatMng the day." 

••THE onST that la gbwn to the 
weight reduction ffmufi Is ««• 
cellent," she said. 

"Environment plays a big role 

in the overweight condition of 
many individuals," Bradshaw 
sakL "If one's mote is a good 
cook and she is obese and the 
father is obese there is a good 
chance the chUdrea wOl be tea 

"People on the lower socio- 
economic level are sometimes 
obese because of eatfaig more 
starchy foods. "Then on the other 
hand, the members of upper socio- 
economic level graqi an oftni 
obese because Oflliefkll food til^r 
often eat." 



"It is a pattern in the United 
States that as people grow older 
their activity becomes less but 
their eating habits remain the 
same causing weight gain," 




Brattabaw said the individual 
who has gained weight over a 
period of years may find it harder 
to lose than die individual who has 
gained Ids weight over the past 
two or three years because the 
eating habits of the fsnnar an 
more estabUataed.

"The public health nurse will be 
more interested in the safety and 
sanitary conditions of tiie borne 
while the social worker will be 
more interested in the parenting 
abilities of the couple and their 
knowledge of children — their 
growth, development and their 
ability to cope/' Ms. Waide said. 

The licensing procedure maf 
take from one to two months. 

SHE CONTINUED that homes 
from middle to lower income are 
preferred beoiine a diild wiU 
experience less cultural shock if 
placed in a home similar to his 
own. 

"People in their 40's and SO's 
usually can make excellent foster 
parents because if tbty have had 
children ol their own they will 
have a lot of knowledge and ex- 
perience about children and timr 
growth and deveh)|KBieilt," Ml.

Forest Service predicts 
larger timber demand 



WAiailNGTON CAP) - The 
government said Tuesday that 
unless better ways are found to 
grow more trees Amerlana a 
generation from now will have to 
pay up to $1^ more for wood 
used to bi^ a typical $S0^ to 
$40,000 house. 

The U.S. Forest Service 
predicted the United States raay 
have to turn more to Canada and 
eventually to the Soviet Union for 
timber if the demaad'Sttpply 
situation persists. 

Compared with 1970, a year 
used as a base, the nation's use of 
forest products is expected to rise 
60 per cent by the year 2000, 
Unless production is stepped up, 
the supply will grow only IS to ao 
per cent. 

THE PROJECTIONS were 
included as the Agriculture 
Department unveiled a 
preliminary r^ort on U.S. Fweat 
Resources. 

The report, made each decai^ 
was made piU)lic at a news con- 
ference and later at a briefing for 
Forest Industry representatives. 

Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
said Americans cannot count on 
their national forests to simply aU 
future timber demand. 

"We may even face a time wfara 
the cutting from public laadi WiD 
decrease," Butz said. 

John McGuire, chtaf of the 
Forest Service, said concern over 
the environiwit, public demand 
for more recreation areas, 
designation of virgin forests as 
wilderness areas and a lag in th e 
developmant <| prhrataly owmA 
dmbor are taaiv iietofB.

More tlian four years ago, the 
peace" candidate promised the 
American public a secret plan that 
would end the war. Today that 
eandtdtte has shown Out be esnt 
live up to hifl promlsei. 

Four years ago ttie people were 
eager to elect the candidate who 
saw Vietnam as a mistake. In 
fkimBk»r tiwM MUM people 
were eager to elect the same man, 
who had promised only a few days 
before the election that peace was 
at hand. 

When Hkb MnouDoeme^ came 
of the progress of peace talks and 
ttie drawing to a close of the war, 
the electorate was elated. 
Meanwhile* a crew of public 
ralalioiis peraanMl told the puhtte 
that the announcement was not* tt 
political ploy. 

THE TIMING was great. The 
public was convinced. "Surely this 
time," they thought, "we will see 
some action instead of only vague 
promises." 

But the American public got 
fooled once again. First came talk 
of an agreement pr(^»06ed by the 
other side, then Henry Kisiinger 
revealed that America would not 
be forced into signing anything 
unacceptable. After a few 
desperate stabs of hope, affairs 
settied back into mediocrity. 

Now comes talk of cease-fire 
agreements, and once again, some 
hope is in the air. Evidently the 
American public still has a spark 
of optinUsm. But only time wlU teU 
if this agreement wiU lead to an 
end of senseless killing, or if it wiU 
be another in a series of ill-founded 
hopes and dreams. 

Sooner or later the ad- 
ministration will be forced into 
making a decisicm. The promise of 
an end to the draft should be in 
^fect by summer. But even with 
that goal in mhid, the ad- 
ministration has proposed a 
defense budget for the next year. 
The defense budget isn't in 
keeping with hopes for an end to 
the war. It's higher than ever 
before. 

AMID PROMISES of hope and 
encouragement, ihe American 
populace has learned to block out 
reports of killings and bombings. 
They voice their concern less and 
less frequently. Reports of peace 
talks and cancellations of peace 
talks are by and large widely 
ignored. 

Maybe the administration really 
does have a secret plan for ending 
&e war . Maybe that plan is un- 
dnrway already. 

Maybe the plan is to drag out an 
unnecessary war even longer. 
Maybe the fighting will go on and 
on for years untU everyone, even 
ttie administration, will forget it 
even exits. Maybe the Vietnam 
war will die out when the populace 
finally gets bored to death just by 
thinkhig about it. 

Present circumstances indicate 
that, far out as the idea may seem, 
secret plans and promises can't 
end a war while ignoring it can, at 
least in the minds of the ignorant. 

Close your eyes, America. We're 
M for another foiar years.

Death penalty 
recommended 

CORONADO, Calif. (AP) - A 
resolution recommending the 
death penalty for certain Crimea 
was approved 32-1 Wednesday fay 
the Hatlonal AssoelatloB of Al- 
tomeys General. 

Tc^ level officers of the states 
said theU.S. Supreme Court "did 
not specifically preclude the 
rights of Congress and the state 
letfalatures to provide by ap- 
propriate legislation for the death 
penalty as the saiiction for the 
- commission of Crimea." 

THE GROUP adopted a 
resotutioa asking that "The death 
pemltsr be providad as a legal 
punlsHment where it is ap- 
propriate by the Congress and the 
state lagldatures wUfato thair 
respective jurisdictions." 

"Each state would determine 
what the ofiense would ba," said 
Oklahoma Atty. Gen. Larry 
Derryberry, cliairman of a 
vohmtew committee of 11 states' 
attwneys general that 
the recommendation.

Recycling center feasibility 
investigated by local group

The Manhattan Citizens for 
Better Envlronnient have cmn- 
pleted an investigation into the 
feasibilify of a recycling center 
here. 

Dean Campbell, a local 
businessman m the committee, 
said, "we were able to determine 
that the cost of operation of such a 
fadUty wouU be prohibitive;' 

IT APPEARS that a facility 
omstnicted or planned on a 
regional basis is more realistic. 

"We're now feeding the in- 
formation which we found to the 
Big Lakes Regional Planning 
Commission," Cami^ll said. 

Campbell sU-essed that the 
oedter would have to be one which 
coukl handle the recycling of aogr 
re-useaUe solid waste. 

Bob Newsome, secretary- 
treasurer of the Big Lakes 
Regifmal Planning Commission 
which serves Riley, Geary and 
Pottawatomie counties, said a 
new state law states the disposal 
erf solid waste will becone ttie 
county's tmpamttiOl^ m Jons SO. 
me. 

"THERE MUST be a plan 
written and approved by June 30, 
1974, and the proposed system 
must be in effect by June 30, 
1976," Newsome said. He added 
that there are presently no laws in 
effect that would i»*ovide finances 
for such a facility. 

The commission hopes to have 
their studies completed in March 
or April so the proposed plan can 
be turned in to the state Board of 
Health for approval In June, be 
continued. 

"This will give us a year to 
make any corrections in our 
proposal ttiat the law requires 
before the June 30, 1974, 
deadline," Newsome eigplained.

One of the issues Oiat never made tt off 
the ground in this year*! pcMldential 
campaign was Um taoe of mfiUtary q|ien- 
ding. McGovem raved and raved about the

sensical rebuttals terming his alternate 
defense policy a "white flag surrender" 
policy. For those who feu f or tt» ad> 
ministration's defense {rf their military 
spending, I would suggest a 20-roimite drive 
to neariv Ft miey. where the ofritome of 
military waste can be nolliMiied the lint 
part of January. 

Each year the First DhrWon from Ft 
Riley is airlifted to Gennaiqr whve it 
cmducts war games which sopfntodty add 
to the deterrent capabiUttos of our NATO 
commitment. The exercise also sup- 
posedly demonstrates the First Division's 
capability to move frnn Ft Rflegr to 
Germany in a minutes notiee ahooli Millie 
crisis develop in Europe.

Supposedly, the circumstances that 
would prompt such a manuever involve a 
Soviet-US. confrontation stnoewbere in 
Europe Such circumstances would 
demand a very quick move overseas by the 
cBviBion. and yet in each of the Reforger 
exercises that have taken place so far, the 
planning begins almost a year in advance. 

The war games themselves usually are 
climaxed by a simulated nuclear attack on 
the European front

being told after the first ecercise that our

killed by a nuclear explosion. At least we 
died happy, beoiuie a great numbw of ui, 
oifioeii and enUsted men both, had w^bA 

most of our time drinking the really gnat 
beer for which Gennany is known. 

WHEN IHE First Division returns from 
Gemnany next mootb after wasting a lot of 
money and time on a textbook dream, 
you'll be able to pick up tlie local paper and 
read some genml't account of how suo- 
cettful the mission was. Unfu'tunately, 
there win be nobody there who might be 
critical of the fiasco and who mwdUl liave 
access to the same informatkn m the 
whitewashing general. 

The Reforger exercise was originally 
conceiwd as an alternative to keeping thie 
entire First Division in Germany on a 
permanent basis. The coat of a yearly 20- 
day jaunt was determiiied to be less than 
the permanent quartoinK of troops in 
Europe. The fact (hat the brip itself is a 
waste of time and money la covered up

Defense physician says 
drug abuse leveling off 



WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Defense Department's chief 
doctor said Thursday the "totally 
out of hand" abuse of heroin by 
American troops in \^tnam in 
early i97i has iwir baan brooifbt 
under control. 

The optimistic note by Dr. 
Richard Wilbur, assistant 
secretary of Defense for bealtb 
aiBd environment, was echoed on 
die domestic front by President 
Nixon's chief drug advisor, Dr. 
Jerome Jaffe. 

Jaffa said there is new a 
"gjimmer of hope" that heroin use 
domestically "may be leveling oU 
. . . may be getng down." 

THE TWO MEN made their 
Statements at a special con- 
ference on "Medical Com- 
plications of Drug Abuse" 
sponsored by the Amwriean 
Medical Association. 

Wilbur said the Defense 
d^rtment's drug abuse 
program of identification, 
treatment, rehabilitation and 
education was successful in 
reducing heroin abuse by GIs 
from its fffCfvlously high levels to a 
level he tamed still sever. 

The program, he said, was 
successful despite "the fact that 
heroin is still freely available 
tliroughout Southeast Asia." 

Wilbur said military doctCH^ 
were caught unaware the 1971 
epidemic of heroin abuse in 
Vietnam. But he said an 
emergency program of urine tests 
for detecting heroin plus new 
group therapy programs had 
succeeded in returning thofandi 
of soldiers to duty. 
WILBUR SAID as of Oct. 1, 1972 

— tlie lateM date for which 
complete figures were aviailable 

— 32,645 identified heroin users 
had been rehabilitated and 
returned to duty. Another 10,041 
still were undergoing treatment.

Court rules on union strike fines 



WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
^Jireme Court Thursday ruled 
thftt tabor unions cannot fine 
workers who quit the imkn during 
a strike and return to their jobs. 

The 8-1 decision, written by 
Justice WtUiam 0. Douglas, held 
that a union has no more control 
over a formo' member "than it 
i»s over the man in Mreet" 

THE CAIC involved a strilce in 
IMMI by the Textile Workers 
Unlen, APL-CIO, against the 
Nashua, N.H., plant of the In- 
tematioiial Paper Box Machine 
Co. AH but one member oMie local 
TOted to strike and, after the 
Strike slarted« the members 



agreed that defectors 
ject to a $2,000 fine. 

Thirty-one members eventually 
quit the uKrien during the lengthy 
strike and weitt bade to work. The 
local tried to fine them a day's 
wages for each day worked. 

The court agreed with the 
National Labor Relations Board 
that the fines were illegal under 
the 1947 Taft-Hartley law. 

"When a member lawfully 
resigns from the union, its powir 
over him ends," Douglas saM.

strikes at two Allis Chalmers 
Manufacturing Co. plants.

The court and the NLRB said 
this made the critical difference. 
"We have . . . only to apply the 
law which normally is reflected in 
our free institutions — the right of 
the individual to join or resign 
Iran associations as he see fit," 
Douglas said

Faculty asks salary hike

More than 90 per cent <£ the K- 
State full-time faculty mnnbcn 
tive signed a recommendatioii 
asking the Kansas L^islature far 
an emergency appF^wiaticii to 
increase ttelMHlty nkuy bweat 
K-SUte. 

Sam Bnwn, chairman of flie 
Faculty Senate subcommittee mi 
faculty salaries, said the 
sl0Mititrcs win be present^l to 
President James A. McCain 
during the regular monthly 
neeUng Tuesday. 

The recommendation asks for 
an appropriation of $930,165 to 
Increase ^e salary base of each 
professorial ranli to tbe Big Eight 
average. 

McCAIN HAS given a copy of 
the faculty report to Jess Stuart, 
dntrmattof the Board of R^ents, 
and the presidents of the other five 
state universities. 

"I feel the statement prepared 
by Dr. Brown's subcommittee 
could be very helpful in getting 
salaries up to compttithre 
level," McCain said. 
Brown said the other state 



schools had been contacted and 
encouraged to take similar ac tion 
but added "It is important that 
membem of the legislature 
receive coptes ol the K-State 
report and be infvmed of the 
overwMndnc nnfirt by tfaa 
faculty." 

MeCain reported that faculty in 
an six stale ceUeges had shown

Manhattan: destined for prosperity

The city of Manhattan, founded 
in IIH with le frame houses, was 

destined to prosper. 

The founding fathers' first in- 
tent mu for Manhattan to serve 

travelers as they crossed the Big 
Blue River and made their way 



Ft. Riley had been established 
two years earlier to protect wagon 
tnins firam Indian attedts. and Ui 
I8S8 the BlueoMnt Central College 
Association wm formed. It served 
students in a maO, 
rock building loeatad 
Manhattan. 

^ BY iwa the population had 
grown te about 3,100. There was no 
landdevdopment north or west of 
City Park. The part of the city 
known as Aggievilla bagan to 
develop in 1906. 

Manhattan has been fortunate 
in never having a decrease hi 
populatioii, according to census 
counts. With the growth ^ the 
orlgiaal college — wUdi was 
renamed twice before becoming 
Kaioas State University in m» — 
and tbecg^anskn of Ft Rttay, the 
city tea frown steadily. 

The 1072 population of 
Manhattan is 20,000. according to 
the Riley County clerk. Another 
4,844 live in the five Manhattan 
proclnctB surrounding the dty. 
These figures include some 
married students attending K- 

-(l^tate. but no single eAUage 
students. 

But what are the people like and 
witet do thqr de in Manhaltaai? 

AWUME. FOR example, you 

are walking along a downtown 
sidewalk. Six out of every iO 
persons you Me (who are hi the 
labor force) are white collar 
workers, making an average just 
over 10,000 aimially. 

If you happen to see 100 people 
standing together, 45 were bom in 



Kansas and two ware born in 
fcM-eign countria. Four are em- 
ployed in manufacturing, 41 worit 
for either the local, state or 
federal government, and 12 work 
outside Manhattan. 

Nine of those 100 make less than 
15.000 a year and IS make more 
than 115,000. Four are unem- 
ployed. 

Seven of the 100 are black and 
one Is ctf Spoaldi origin. 

Alt property owners pay ap- 
proximately $100 per $1,000 worth 
of assessed property vahie when 
paying taxes in the city, which has 
an assessed evaluation of 
tSS,2B0^014. 

GROWTH PROJECTIONS for 
Manhattan, as described in a 
report submitted to the city 
commission from a federal 
gomnment consultant, include 
the expectation of 25*000 "new" 
residents by 1906. These residents, 
on the average, will be young 
manrled ooupieB with children in 
pre-college educational in- 
stitutions. 

As deacribed in die consultant's 
report, much of the housing 
existing in 1968 was built before 
1090, alliMOgh the condiUon of 
housing waa coaklimd junacaUy 
good. 

But with the rapidly growing 

precincts and residential ad- 
ditions, and as they became an- 
neaed into the <dty, combined with 
new structures replacing the old, 
the average age of all Manhattan 
dwellings wm lower. The city's 
urban renewal program will also 
raze, in time, those structures 
which (»nnot be refurbished.

"We could only sit in three or 
four rows at the movie theater. 
That wasn't very long ago." 

Jeude Baker, tt, retired city 
hall empkyee, youUi baseball 
coach, fodwr seven college 
graduates and two college 
student*— and 53 years a reaideot 
of die Manhattan tdack com- 
munity—speaks of ttte aa a bfawk 
man liere. 

**We couMhi't eat in die dbring 
room of a white restaurant We 
had to go to the Icitchen. The only 
jobs were janitor jobs, garage 
jobs, and jobs as common 
laborers. There weren't ai^ office 
jobs of any ktad open to eelered 
people," 

A SHORT, solid man, with cloae- 

cropped gray hair, Baker sits in 
the living room of liis Yuma Street 
hmne, old but well cared for. 

"There's a change taking place. 
There are a lot more opportunities 
than when I caims here hi he 
said. 

Manhattan black leaders agree 
a change is taking place in 
Manhattan. The "peanut gallery" 
at the theater and other overt acts 
of racism are gone. The cily now 
has an open housing law. There is 
a state equal opportunities law. 
College educated blacks have a 
chance of finding jobs other than 
teaching at bladi elementary 
schools or working as clerks, as 
they once did. 

But they point out there are 708 
blacks hi Manhattan, moot of 
whom live on substandard wages 
in the oldest and most dilapidated 
housing hi the dty, according to a 
1968 planning consultant's r^ort 

Qnk hundred and seventy 
Esmilies live in aiqsroxlmalefy 4S 
acres botjnded on the south by 
Pottawatomie Street on the east 
by 141b SHeot, and « tt» awth tigr 



Cblorado Street. The Rock Island 
and Union Pacific Railroad tracks 
run east and west, splitting die 

YUMA STREET Is Uie heart of 

the black community. On Yuma 
are the Douglass Community 
Center, social and culttffal c«iter 
for the area's young; the Pilgrim 
Baptist Church, and the meeting 
hall of die Black Kaw Bhie 
Masonic Lodge. 

Yuma Street is not much dif- 
ferent from the white neigh- 
borhood just to the north. Well- 
kept houses such as the Bakers' 
exist next to deteriorating 
buikllngv. Paint peels from many 
of the bouses; shingles need 
replacing. Here and there are 
junked automobiles. 

Interspersed with the bouses 
and addfa« to die blighted look of 
the neighborhood are the 
businesses— Manhattan Ice A 
Cold Storage; Jerry's PhUttUng, 
Heating and Air Conditioning; 
Bobby's Beauty Bar; Kansas 
Uimbn* Co.; Reliable Itan^ 
and Storage Co.; Bayer Cao- 
struction Co.; Anti-Pest. 

Manhattan Mayor Murt Hanks 
has been a resident of the 
Manhattan black community for 
Ms entire 32 years. He Is the dty*B 
fii^t black mayor and was etectod 
to the City Commissiwi in 1969. 

HANKS SPEAKS of an 'in- 
visible wall" that serves to keep 
blacks segregated. Even dwugh 
laws now prohibit housing and job 
discrimination, many blacks, 
because of past racism, have 
neither the income to afford better 
housing nor the education to get 
better jobs, the mayor explains. 

"Blacks are suffering from die 
discrimhwtinn of 10 yeara ago," 
Larry Dfanil, dtawctor of the 
Douglass CoBumiaily Center, 



As he speaks, Dixon, better 
known to most white sUidenti as a 
yeU leader at KSU foottwll and 
basketball games, glances 
through a window between his 
office and the recreation room. 
Four little girls are playing carcte 
while two older boys are playing 
pingpong. In the gymnasium 
young blacks are playlag 
basketball and voUeyball. 

Teenagers and young adults 
wander in and out of the building, 
congregating on the front steps to 
talk. 

The center, a black USO club 
during World War II, was pur- 
chased by the city after the war 
and is operated by the 0^ 
Recreation Department. 

ACROSS YUMA STREET from 
the Douglass Center is a reminder 
of the past, the Douglass School 
building. Before 1964 all black 
student through grade six at- 
tended Douses Schofd on an 
officially segregated basis. 
Between 1954 and 1964, when it 
dosed, it remained a black school

across Ninth Street, is the red 
brick Pilgrim Baptist Cliurch, 
bttUt hi 1»17 and the Mack com- 
munity's largest with a Sunday 
attendance of 75 to 100 pecple. The 
Rev. L. V. Madison has been the 
pastor of the eteirdi for nine 
years.

Gay consciousness raises awareness; 
Homosexuals adjust, accept themselves

Tbe IS yomg men are fflte 
refined women in their 40*8 and 
50's at an aftotnon bridge party. 
Th^ an have a certain look about 
them: Immaculate, pretty. Some 
look as if tluy are wearing m^ce* 
iqp. Hm^ are clean-sbaven catoept 
for a few neatly- trtmrnad 
mimtachds and beards. 

For these Manhattan gays, this 
Gay ConsciousnoM Group 
meetii^t is a gathering place. The 
purpose of the group is to discuss 
gay life to find new self- 
understanding and to establish 
goals for the gay cause. 

There are five types of 
characters in the gay worbL Two 
of these are considered straight 
world (societal norm) con- 
tributions. They are "trade" and 
the "husUer." 

**TRADE THINKS he Is 

heterosexually normal but takfls 
the insertor role in homosoaial 
acts. Tbe "fawtlar" is the raid-

night cowboy or homosexual 
prostitute who operates from 
streets, tiieaters and certain bars 
and restaurants. 

The "ambi-sexual," if he is 
married, ei^oys his status with a 
foot plantid aran^y la each soiiibI 
world. 

More overt and unafraid to be 
more active Is tiw *'gay bar" 
person. He Is more visible and his 
raannarlsnis snd &teu are apt to 
labd Mm honioeexual. 

Equally gay but not open is the 
**cloaet queen." He is afraid to be 
overt and Is usually a "trade" who 
fears Us own homosssiMil tan> 
dencies. 

IN THE TERMINOLOGY of 
gay society, "coming out" Is the 



moat popular phrase. "Coining 
oaf* Is the acknowki^nient of 
being gay, usually in the form of 
an open declaratton in a gay bar. 

A fliln young man a little ovor 
six feet tall with long brown hair 
enters the meeting. He slouches in 
a chair next to ming. His name is 
Mex. It yean old snda tfudnit at 
K-State. 

Alex came out about a year-and- 
a-half ago. For two or three years 
before ttuit, the question of being 
gay was always on his mind. 

"I had been interested in It as a 
fashion of society. 1 had read 
about it and Med to understand It 
because it's important that you 
know that there's other types of 
people in the world," he said. 

IN DESCRIBING hlflueilf. Alex 
says he doesn't think he Is weird. 

But he is confused. 

"People say it's bad Well, how 
can it be bad? Vm not a bad 
person. I'm me. I do the best I can. 
I try to be true with people. Be 
honest I don't try to take ad- 
vantage of people. How can 
society say I'm bad?" be 
questions. 

Brocks is a 22 year-old teacher. 
He has short blond hair and 
dresses comervatively. 

"I 9ieBS the major thing that 
bothers me is tbe fact that the 

importance of twing gay is forced 
on gay people. Instead of just 
existi^s and being yourself, you 
have to be gay. Straight people 
don't think of themselves as being 
strain They just go on day to 
day and live their lives. But the 
fact that we're ^y is with us 
'* Brooks said. 



BROOKS CAME out a Uttle over 
a yew ago. Unto fliat thm, he was 
convinced no matter what he did 
or what he thought, be was nor- 
mal. Hewasgolngtotfetmanled, 
have a wife and children and live a 
happy and prosperous HUte. 

"After seveni weeks of 
doubting and wondering and 
thinking about it — 'maybe 1 am,' 
you know -> I finafly had a 
meeting with one of my 
professors, who just invited me in. 
It was Uie fliat time anybody tad 
talked to me about it," he said. 

"And after that initiai talk about 
it and his pattfa« forwaid the feet 



I was, tbea I was ready for my 
first weekenl" 

That first gay weekend for 
Brooks was a traumatic ex- 
perieiue. Itf s one he doesn't want 
to talk about because he was close 
to committing suki<te. His parents 
had not been overly strict as far as 
sex, but he knew loving the same 
sex was unacceptable to them. 

AFTER THE WEEKEND was 
over, he went back to see the 
professor. Everything was 
working out fine tor him and he 
was b^^. 

"I was probably the happiest I 
will ever be in my life. I was at the 
point of believing I had accepted 
myself finally after 21 years and 
that was such a step for me," he 
said. 

With this new-found happiness, 
Brooks was ready to tell the 
world. But he found many of those 
closest in h^,world were not ready 
for his happiness. 

"Some of die people that I 
thought were very liberal were 
actually very closed-minded. It 
was very tense for a while. It kind 
of forced me to grow up quickly in 
many ways. Some people threw 
me out or stepped on me or 
generally tdd me that 1 was lick," 
Brooks explained. 

STEVE M. KOENIGSBERG, K- 
State mental health services at 
Lafene Student Health Center, 
views homosexuality not as an 
individual problem but as a 
societal prc^tem. "It becomes a 
problem for the individual 
because society doesn't aoeept 
it," Koenigsbei^ said. 

"Part of tbe reason some people 
In society have this hostile, 
rqpignant feeling is because a£ 
tbrir own homosexual leaningg. 
Because of their fear of their own 
homosexual chan^terlstto, their 
Uko for tbe same sex, they r^ect 
widdn Uiemselva and project It 
on the homosexuals. It aho makes 
them feel more of a man," 
Koodsberg noted. 

BUT THE INDIVIDUALS in- 
volved are learning to accept 
themselves. Ray, a 22-year-otd 
graduate student atK'State said: 

"Fm totally happy. I really 
couldn't be happier, I don't thiftk. 
It took me a long time to accept it, 
but what the beU — I'm havliig a 
ball" 



WHEN SUE ARRIVED ia 
Manhattan, Rita began to meet 

people who at least outwardly fit 
her description of a freak. She 
found ttiem nmire straight ttiui at 

home. 

"Tide's a central core of quasi- 
freaks in Manhattan, bat they 
don't exhibit charactertettcs of 
what you'd think a real frsak 
wouU be. . .an faidivUBBllrt.

Greenleaf ( 1970 pop 448) has a block-long, brick-paved 
bustaiess district Bach: in the 1870' s Greenleaf was a 
division point for the Missouri Pacific Ralbrowl and had a 
population of approximately 3,000 persons. 

Today Greenleaf is a city of contrasting unages. The 
Citizens National Bank is a slick, modem building 
standing in the middle of the bloctt.

Manhattan's aged citizens...

Aunt Flo's world revolves around the 
small oak rocker at the fool of her single 
bed. Each day is spent fai that rocker— a 
throne accustomed only to Aunt Flo's 
tenuous frame and metliodic rocking. 

As she VAtdhiei the maple leaves falling 
in her backyard, Aunt Flo sporadically 
revealed her thougl^ murmuring in tonei 
bardy nuliMe. 

"My friends. . most of them were just 
oMrttaners. They're gone now. . .like my 
husband. We never had a iamUy. Yes, 95 
years is a good long time to Uve." 

Flora Hickman is pert of the eight per 
cent of Blaohatton's population which to flB 
years of age and over. She is one of 2,194 
such jtoraoni and one of the more fortunate. 

Aunt Flo, as she is called at Sunset Kur- 
sing Home, is still able to embroider dish 
towels, piece quUts and do a limited amount 
of reading, although her eyeaight is rapidly 
failing. She haanaidadat the Imnalor lour 
years. 

THE SUNSET NURSING Home, 
pr^ntly housing six women, is one of six 
licensed homes in Manhattan which help to 
care for the elderly. The largest, tiie 
College HIU Nuning C^ter, was built hi 
1969 and accommodate 90 persons. 

Yet this number is minimal considering 
72 per cent of Manhattan's eidei^ 
population lives in privately owned homes. 

Living alone, in apartmento or homes, 
with relatives or friends, or in nursing 
homes, the elderly constitute a growing 
s^ment of Manhattan's poputotion. From 
1960 to 1970 tfa^numtiers rosa from l,m to 

2,194 — an increasp of 12 rjf^r rmt 



"I thiidt Manhatton has a liigher per- 
centag. : ; rly people than a number of 
comparable communities," the Rev. John 
Graham, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church and a leading participant in work 
with tbe elderly said. "Our aged com- 
munity is only going to grow larger and 
larger. What is our aocMg gotaii to do with 
these pe<^le?" 

THE CONSTRUCTION OF a federally- 
funded high-rise apartment building, 
designed Jor elderly persons in the low- 
inccHne bracket is scheduled for completion 
in the spring of tl9l. This is one attempt to 
meet tba gnNring ptvbte of heii^ the 
aged. 

A recent and extet^ve sbK|y of ttie aged 
conducted in Manhattan by George Peters, 
K-Stote assistont [N'ofessor of sociology, 
indicated that 8S per cent of the eldniy 
persons in Manhattan prefer their present 
residence to moving and 72 per cent are not 
even fhrniUaf with auch apartment com- 
plexes for the elderly. 

"When you remove or cut a person off 
from his roots and puthim toa nMHn wUch 
no longer holds memories and assoicatioos 
for him, " the Rev. Graham continued 
"even if his famHy cornea to vfadt qbqo a 
week he no laager ftoals Ute a' put of 
them." 

Social woctor Judy Yamnr, tai diargs of 
the Riley County Welfare Department's 
caseload of elderiy, disabled, and blind 
indivithials, said, **Blder|y persons are 
often very resentful of the idea that they 
need nursing home care. We work to keep 
them in their own hoBua and try to meet 
tb.pir basic iT-nrfs witti programs like 



"Meals-on-W heels," homemaking and 
chore services and viaito from the heme 
health nurse and volunteers." 

DESPITE THEIR limited income mai^ 
dderly peqiile are often rdiKtont to have 
anything to do with welfare. 

The 6-year-old "Meals-on- Wheels" 
program, directed Ms. OrviUe Burtia, 
delivers hot noon meals for $1.25 and 
evening meals for 75 cents to disabled and 
dderly persons who request them each 
day. Statistics from Peters' study show that 
although 81 per cent of the elderly com- 
mudty is aware of Oe program, «dy bvo 
per cent make use of it 

What does an elderly person do during 
the day? Constda- Florence Hald. Widowed 
and 68, arthritic and miles from her 
daughter in California and her son in Iowa, 
die rents an old but comfortable tlnrae- 
room apartment one block from her church 
and two Jslocks from a supermarket and the 
post office. 

"I get a good view of what goes on over in 
the church yard from liere and I'm close to 
everything 1 need except ttto doctor. When I 
need to see him I usually have to depend on 
a neighbor or one of the welfare volunteers 
who vlatt nm,*' sbe said. 

"MY BED MUST ahvays be made the 
first thing in the morning. I can't stand an 
unmade bed. Then I dress, comb my bafar, 
and usually 1 put on lipstick. That may 
sound silly to you, but I promisol myself 
when I was young that no nuttter bow <dd I 
got or no matter who had to take care of 
me, I wouM alwnyi keep myaelf loddng

BUT THE REV. MADISON 
doesn't believe the Manhattan 
white community has shown much 
brotherhood toward membori of 
Oie black community.

President sends 
Haig to Vietnam 

KEY BISCAYNE. Fla. (AP> — Frestdent Kfaton reotfved Henry 

Kissinger's report on his Paris n^otiaticsis Sunday, and then ordered a 
trusted aide to fly to Saigon to tell Preeideit Nguyai Van Thieu of secret 
steps towaid pence in \^tnam. 

The quick tr^toSouth Vietnam by Gen. Alexander Ha^, Nkon's chief 
liason with Thieu, was s^n as another sign that a peace agreement 
might be mar. 

But as N'ixon met at his bay side villa with Kissinger and Haig, the 
White House refused to an^lify on Kissinger's statement Satoday 
before leavingParls that his six days of talks widi the North Vietnamese 
bad been "very tttenrite and very tncful." 

THE WHITE HOUSE said Nixon, Kissinger and Haig met for four 

hours, from mid-morning to early afternoon, and added ttiat tlie 
President planned another session with Kissinger in the evening. 

A spdcesman said Haig would depart about 6:30 p.m. (or what 
Presidential press secretary Ronald Ziegler described as a mission to 
"discuss the current status of negotiations with President Thiai." 

Ziegler said Haig would confer with leaders of three other nations 
tombed by fte indflchiiwi conffict — Lao^ CaipdMUe ww ^ Thafiand.

In addition to Tuttla Creek Lake and a number of 
Ctfm ponds surrounding Manhattan, Wildcat Cmk 
jdnds through the <Aty providliig skating areas 
imere it bends. 

FOR THE inexparienced skater. Frank Anneberg, 
superintendent of Manhattan Recreation Ccnn- 
missiw, recommends Wildcat CrMk near Sunset 
PaHc cr a bend in Wildcat Creek beiiiiul ttie houses in 
tihe 2300 block of Grandview Terrace. Many younger 
ice skaters like to use the lake in the University 
Gardens apartment area just south of WmiStmp 
Shooping Center, Anneberg said. 

T^e most popular area with coO^ i^Awls Is 
Tuttle Creek Lake. The Corps «f 
recommends Tuttle Creek Cove as bdug 
for Ice hoclwy or just plain skating. 

Any of the coves make good skating areas became 
the ice freeze easily, there is little if any current 
under the ice and tlie coves usually are shaded, 
An^berg saU. 



ALTHOUGH THE tempcralwe Sunday reached 
into the SOe, the Corps of Engineers reported "tbeiee 
beck til Hie coves is still pretty thick." 

"To my kiHniiedge there has been no troutde with 
acddento from ice skating in the Manhattan area,"

Some of the 10 proposed 
courts should be constructed sometime in 1S73 in 
parka thnii#ioiit Manhattan, Anneberg said.

He is a smail-time 
burglar who has received nothing 
but two prison terms for Us ef- 
forts. This is his third an^t and 
apparently on his lawyer's advkse 
he pleaded guilty to the charga. 

The judge stated tliat he was 
s^tenced to five years in the state 
penitentiary. 

"Five years! " the man ex- 
claimed. He began crying. The 
judge saM he was sorry, but that 
there was nothtng ha could da 
That was the law. 

THE JAILER is a small man, 
alraoat bald. Just looking at Mm, 
one would think he belonged 
behind the counter of a shoe shop 
. ratber than in a |iiU. amOad 
Mud told me to wit whilt lio got 
the iHTisooer. 

He wu gone about five minutes 
before returning with the 
primmer. The man didn't smile, 
but who would expect Mm to after 
receiving a prison sentence? 

His name is Bert J on^. He is 25 
years old and single. He claimed 
that both his parents are 
alcoholics and that he has been 
pretty much on his own since he 
was about 16 years old 

"My parents n^ver cared about 
me or what I did. My oid man 
woilied as a mechanic and I really 
never did know if my mother did 
anything. She was always gone, I 
know, and we always had enough 
money to buy booie and very little 
food." 

He seemed like a fairly in- 
telligent young man and he was 
easy to talk with, alttiough I got 
the feeling he was ioowfalg mm 
most of the time. 
^ The jailer came in and told us 
'^Ipjur time was up and Jones had to 
meet with his lawyer. Jones 
mumbled somethii^ about "that 
lousy creep," shook my hand and 
exited through the jail taouae door 
to ttegin his sentenoa 



BD GARRISON lives in 
Arkansas City. He is 34 years old, 
a black man, and has a pleasant 
smile indicating the years in 
prison haven't scarred his love for 
his feUow nuta He works for tlie 
Kansas Employment Security 
Divisioa 
•The day I arrived Ed was 
scheduled to speak and to a group 
of students at a small rural bl|^ 
school I decided to talk with Mm 
and listen to the speech. 

Ed was horn in Oklahona City, 
the son of a postal worker ami a 
corporate secretary — n(A really 
Uie fype of parents a criminal is 
associated with in all the 
psychological studies. They loved 
him and his three sisters very 
much and provided tbtm with tite 
necessities of life. 

"WHY THEN did you turn to 
crime when you had ao modit" I 
asked. 

"I stm den't i«aUy know," be 
answered. "I waa about 13 and a 
bunch of us kids decided to be big 
and smoke some marijuana. It 
didn't realfy turn me on that first 
time, but we kept it up and soon l 
was looUng for bigger and better 
fldnga. Some of the older kids in 
our block were hooked on taenMn 
so it wasn't hard to find." 

He continued, "I was about 15 
when I turned to the hard stuff and 
after several brushes with the 
taw, I was busted at 18 for 
breaking and entering. I was after 
some money to support my habit 

"I got five to ten at McAlester 
and my first taste of prison life." 
When Ed talked about his past it 
ma Uke therapy. He taltod freely 
and was relaxed 

"I served two years of my 
sMitraoe before I was parded. I 
went back to Oklahoma City until 
my probation iras up and then I 
qpiit to lios Angelea. 

"I GOt a job in LA as a postal 
worker and mat a baauttftd youig 

lady who I immidtalaly fell in love 
with and she iritti ma. We were 
married two monflia aftar m 
Our life was good for abnoat two 
years and I stayed away from 
drugs. One olglit I cane home 
from work and she had lift ma f^ 
some other guy." 

He waa starting to get tenae and 
his smile was gone. 

"I went wUd. Drugs are easy to 
come by in Loa Angeles, 
especially if you're black, so I 
found a pusher and bought three 
bags of heroin. I got booked agaia 
1 was late for woric, sluggish at 
work, and not much good to 
anyone. 

"I met an attractive young lady 
at one of the department stores in 
the city and, seeing a chance to 
have a little extra money for 
drugs, I set up house with her. She 
had never used drugs, but it 
wasn't hard to get her hooked. 
Pretty soon she was turned on 
strongand really depended on me.

Commission 
urges shorter 

prison terms 

WASHINGTON (AP) ~ A 
national advisory commisslBB, to 
a wide-ranging report Sunday, 
proposed that the maximum 
sentences for crimes except 
oHKdw be no graMr than s 
years. 

In addition, ttie commission 
pmpaied that five years be &e 

maximum felony sentence for any 
offender who is not found to be a 
danger to othnv, eae^ in 
murder cases. 

The 22-member commission, 
after a year long study, recom- 
mended what it called a model for 
state and local governments to 
use in reducing crime and tm- 
proving criminal justice. 

THE 79M>AGE report calls for 
decreased emphasis on Im- 
prisonment as a crime deterrent, 
speedier trials and graaa-roots 
dtiaen action programs a^dilng 
crime at the nei^b(H-hood level. 

In proposing a limit on sen- 
tenees. the commiaatop nid: **It 
is becoming increasingly dear 
that tlie confinanent oif moat 
Grimhud offanders. at least undtr 
present clrcumstancea, offers 
Uttle hencm to the oCraoder or the 
public.'* 

Prison terms oi more than five 
years for any felony should be 
imposed only when the defendant 
meets standards as a persistent 
felony offender, a professional 
criminal or a dangerous offender, 
the commissi oo said.

WAMEGO — Board ol Regents chairman Jess 
Stewart told the Wamego Chamber of Commerce 
Monday the Regents have proposed new programs 
and plan for K^t^te and the other five state 

schools. 

But plans being worked out now will not be 
realized for two years because of the time lag in 
appropriating money, he added. 

MONEY IS budgeted for schools according not 
only to their enrollment but also whether it It in* 
creasing or decreasing, Stewart explained K-State 
is the orfy school of the six which is showing real 
growth at the present time, ao It la anli^ting 
budget Increasta. 

"Some of the new programs at K'State are 
oriented toward rural cwicernB," Stewart said. 

"The Gndn UtIUsation Research Program will 
lead to better utilization of wheat and sorghum," he 
said.

new ways to use the grain.

E. Howard Ront, a fvmv 
Wtaito Hotue cctisiiltent, pteaded guilty Wednesday. 

THEIR LAWYERS moved for a mistrial on grounds that the jury 
would be left wondering why five of the ori^nal sevrai defendants sud- 
denly were removed from the trial The federal judge trying the case

A CURRENT example of a national need is natural 
gas. The demand for this commodity presently exceeds 
supply. Several statee have indicated a critical rimrtage 
of gas and in maoiy instances factories and sdiools have 
been closed to conserve the dwindling siviigf onned by 
severe weather. 

Just a few miles north of our national borders, fad 
soutbem Canada, is an enormeus sutpluB of ttiis com- 
modity, whicii ttw Canadian government would gladly 
sell. However the power and influence of the oil lobby is 
ensuring that their market will not suffer fronL im- 
portation of petroleum products. 

ConcurrenUy, the American beef producer is being 
victimized by Uie uncontrolled imports of beef from 
Soutb America and Australia. Authorities in beef 
production predict a serious decrease in beef production 
ca[»acities due to an over-supply which will create a 
market in which the American beef producer cannot 
compete. 

Sen. Jacob Javits, a member of the Ways and Means 

Committee, when confronted with this situation, 
responded that be could forsee no serious threat to the 
consumer. 

Petroleum and beef are two minor examples of so- 
caUed national needs wlien compared to the end of the 
^etnam War or an even greater need for reqionslve 
gQivemment. 

AN HISTORIC and all inclusive term, **We the people" 
is ironic when considering the number of signatures on 
tlie bottom of the revolutionary charter written in 1787. 

Today, "We the people" pertains to a considerably 
larger number of citizens, but in relation to the total 
population, HIS concept determiners are of the special 
interest nature and are THEIRS, not necessarily ours.

Coal may get 
greater use 

in fuel crisis 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Prealdent Nixon's fortfaconiing 
energy message will probably 
place new emphasis on coal as a 
stdwtltute for scarce <dl and gas 
supplies, a high-ranking MWft 
i^icial said Monday. 

Ehner Bemrtt, an assistant 
director of the Office of 
Emergen^ Preparedness, said in 
an Interview, "1 assume coal will 
play some impcntant role." 

But Bennett said it would be a 
"gross oversimplification" to 
conclude that power plants could 
generally convert from petroleum 
to coal in disregard of en- 
yfrffiimmtal Umitatiofia. 

BENNETT SAID he did not 
Mxk the administration would 
seek legislation to alter the 
nation's "primary standards" 
agaimt ahr pdlution, datlgnad to 
protect human health. 

But he suggested that states 
wMch have faOTried to apply the 
more stringent "secondary 
staodarcb" — for protection of 
plants, animals and propn^ — 
might be asked to slow down so 
that coal, a relatively "dirty" 
fud, can take on more of ttie 
nation's energy burden. 

An CEP study, released to 
newsmen upon request, concluded 
that "selective and temporary 
relaxation" of secondary stan- 
dud^ could allow almost as much 
substitution of coal for petroleum 
as if there were no aQtipoUutioQ 
standarda at aH

TOPEKA (AP) — Bills to repeal 
Kansas abortion laws, retain 
capital punishment hi the state for 
certain "super felony*' offeosm 
and probibU amignmsnt of ptdi^ 
school stndmto to &slti»m racial 
balance were introduced TWWrtay 
in the Kansas Senate. 

Other new senste bills offered 
Tuesday would ensct a system of 
"no-fault" automobile insurance 
and create a legislative "revenue 
review committee" for initiating 
Gov. Robert Doctcing's so-called 
"state spending lid" concept. 

THE HOUSE received bills to 
make the state's property tax lid 
law permanent and to add bUu± 
and white photografAa to Kansas 
drives licenses.

Those four bills, which will

What will four more years' bring?

The "Four More Years'* 
oimpAignsloganniay have meant 
only a re-electlon of the President, 
but several faculty members see 
it mianli« four more years of 
sagging economy, four more 
y^OE Of doubt about foreign 
rations and four more years of 
the "Nixonian" philosophies. 

Louis Douglas, prctfessor of 
poUtical science, described the 
economic situation he foresees. 

"If the preeent trends continue 
— wMch amounts to a tSsoon- 
tinuation of a great many 
proArams — then we'll be facing 
Some very dUlloult readjustments 
in terms of the economic stability 
and the progress of the middle 
classes and dw less lhas middlft- 
class peofde." 

"^-"Ni«m te determined to get rid 
•of moat of the Great Society 
programs and the New Deal 
pKigiams. The readjustments wUl 
be a downward, belt-tightening 
program. The process of the rich 
becoming richer and the poor 
becoming poorer will he ac- 
cderated," he added. "It 



the Nixon position is to ensure and

OTHERS WERE not quite as 
pessimistic as Douglas. John 
Dddianty. associate professor of 
economics, believed unem* 
ployment and inflation will con- 
tinue as problems, but also 
thmight Nixon would substitute 
federal revenue sharing for some 
of the domestic prognms wUch 
wiU be cut 

The increase in the rate of in- 
fladon in the next year or so wiU 
not be 88 great as it was two or 
three years ago, Jarvin Emerson, 
professor of economics and chief 
economist ferltoJgaiiwOtliee of 

"In the next year or so, I see in 
general a growth rate above 
average, both in terms of real 
growth and in terms of inflation," 
he explained. The growth rate 
should average k)etween lliree and 
a half and four per cent, he noted.

ministration, agreed, adding that 
Phase III will stimulate continued 
inflation. 

"I think there will be continued 
economic expansion coupled with 
large fedend defteUa." he said. 

Fhil Althoff , assistant professor 
of political science, thought the 
growth would be evidenced in 
business. 

"Nixon is an advocate of 
business profits. He sort of feels 
tiiat the time for tight caitrols is 
ov«r as witnessed by his dropping 
of many controls," he said. "The 
individual is fairly complacent as 
loim as there are |obs and 
mooegr." 

The next four years will really 
be longer than four years because 
of the budget decisions which 
Nixon will make in the last year of 
bis administration, which will 
affect his succenor," be con- 
tinued. "There will be cutbacks in 
as many areas as pooible with aU 
of them coming in die domestic 
area, which illustrates Nixon's 
position that the role of the 
President is to be dominant in 
foreign affoin." 



ALTHOFF ALSO said crime 
prevention, drug control and 
public works wiU continue to 
receive financial support Irom the 
administration. 

Although Emerson thought an 
end to the Vietnam conflict should 
Ixing a shift in spending policies, 
none of the facul^ memben see a 
near end to that problem. 

"It appears now that 
negotiations are very far apart. I 
don't see any near end to the 
problem," Lynn said. "What i m 
bearing now sounds like what I 
was hearing five years ago." 

"I can't see the North Viet- 
nameee 0viiig up their poaltion,** 
Douglas said. "Unless we are 
willing to concede, then I wouki 
sigipose we'll be hi for four more 
ymn of war." .

"There could be a setUement 
tomorrow, the next day, or five 
years from now.

"I don't see any major reduc' 



Man in military spending. Even if 
we do get out of Vietnam, we have 
other crises to take the place of 
Vietnam," he continued. 

"HopefuUy, it will be over 
during the next four years," 
Delehanty said. "Hopefully, this 
time there won't be any last 
mimite hitches.

Delehanty noted. 

BOTH LYNN and Douglas were 
hopeful that further censorship 
could be staved oif. 

"It's going to get worse before it 
gets better," Lynn explained. 

Om 
country may be in the mood far a 
change. The real question is going 
to te whetbor die American 
people want freedom or not."

In addition, U.S. B52b ftew about 90 strikes in 
South Vietnam during the same period, dropping 
tons of explosives on North Vietnamese troop 
ooncentratiiiit, ataging areu and supfdy caches. 

WASHINTON — The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration hoisted a sweeping "regulatory 
umbrella" over the f6od hidustry Wednesday and 
predicted that 9(Kper cent oC packaged food labels 
wUl have to be changed within the next two years. 

"We have taken a significant step toward 
enabling the people of this country to act wisely in 
tibefar own best interests as consumers and as 
gtiarcUans of their own healfb," FDA eom- 
missioner Charles Edwards said. 

The dozen regulations "will result in the most 
significant change in food labeling since food 
labeling began," he said. "Ih^ mark the 
beginning of tbe new era in provkfing ceamanen 
with complete, eoneiee and iaiomiative fted 
labeling." 



LONDON — Prime Mmistar Edward Heath 
announeed Wedneiday the toiiglieit package of 
ecoaomic eontroie em attimpted in Wim in 
peacetime. 

For Phase Two of his battle against inflation, the 
Conservative leader ordered a pro-am to curb 
wages, pricee, profits anddMtadi mat ooidd last 
three years or mora. 

Heath told a news conference and the whde 
country via television, that the fig^t against in- 
flation was a battle for national survival. He called 
the package "a fair dteal'* favoring Oie lower paid.

Hie nitrate level In drinking 
water may have an effect on 
hydrocephalus, a condition 
resulting from an excessive ac- 
cumulation of fluid lOfiMure on 
the brain. 

Two K-State scientists. Dr. 
Jacob Moaier, head of the KSU 
Veterinary Hospital, and Dr. 
Frederick Oehme, veterinary 
toxicologist. have been studying 
the effect of hi^ nitrate levels in 
vmtiet in dog rqproAictlon and say 
their research may also have 
human application. 

The two aci^itiats used known 
breeding dogs in the experiment 
and exposed them to various 
levels of nitratea. Female dogs 
drinking water with the high 
levels of nitrate proAiced puppies 
with a high Incidence of 
l^droeephalus. Hydrocephalus 
did not occur in any of the dogs 
drinking water wltii a km level of 

nitrates. 

Since this condition also occurs 
in chUdrwi, the K-State rwear- 
^en bdieve further shidy is 
needed on the nitrate levels in 
water suppUcs used by maa 

"Hydrocephalus is a significant 
cause of birth defects in childrea 
If further research witti doff 
eatkma a relationship between 
titrates and hydrocephalus, Uus 
would have important health 
beoBfIti far man," Dr.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Seven 
posons, including five children, 
were kilted Thursday in what 
police d^crtbed as "def initely an 
execution'* in a fashionable hcmne 
used as headquarters by a MusUm 
religious sect 

The hnne was formerly owned 
by Milwaukee Bucks basketball 
star Kareem Abdul Jabbar who 
recently donated it to the Hanafi 
Muslim seet of w^eli be is a 
member. 

POLICE SAID they are looking 
for four black men seen running 
from file back of flie bouse about 
4:30 p.m. The tome is located in 
an area of expensive homes where 
many of Wasfalng|Qn*s weaMMcst 
black famili^ live. 

The identity of the victims was 
not immedaitoly Iomwr, but police 
said they ranged la agi firom 
infancy to about 30. Earttnr 
reporto said three cbUdren were 
found drowned in a bathtub, txit 
police declined to say how &ny of 
the vtetims dted. 

Two other occupante of the 
house, both women about 20 years 
old. were taken to Howard 
University Medical Center willi 
buUet wounds in tiw head.

MetropoUten police U. Joseph 
CTBrien of the homicide ^vision 
said five of die dead were 
children. He said earlier reports 
of an eight person killed proved 
false.

'"Iliere is no otiier answer," Thomas said hi an 
interview Thursday. ' 'I'm going to get a divorce in 
order to help my wife. I kve her but I'm at the end 
of my rope." 

Thomas' ordeal began in November when the 
state Division of Family Services, which ad- 
ministers the federal medicaid program in 
Florida, cut oH the $117 a month he had been 
receiving for hte wife Ruth, who is confined to a 
nursing home suffering from the advanced stages 
of multiple sclerosis.

Richard's rule 
weakens democracy

On the eve of Saturday's coronation, while Republican 
supporters are flooding into Washington to pay homage 
to King Richard, it's time for Americans to think about 
what will happen to democracy during the next four 
years. 

Nixon's recent reorganization of the Cabinet designed 
to give even more power to the office of the presidency, 
indicates he wiU continue to ignore the voice of Congress 
and the American people. 

THE WHim HOUSE appointment of five "assistants 
to the president" and three "counselors to the president" 
— all loyal subjects — was a presidential power play 
accomplished by executive order without Congresstonal 
approval. 

In addition, Nixon has handpicked the Cabinet 
^secretaries* own deputies and assistants, despite his 
announced podicy four years ago to leave job up to 
them. The White House is even gdng to assist ia the 
Cabinet niAnibers' setectton press facers. 

It appears Congress wiH continue to be l^t out of 
forei^ policy picture Nixon's bombing of Hanoi and 
Haiphong during the holidays was executed without 
Congressional consultation or approval and without 
public explanation. 

Adding insult to injury, Nixon isn't even going to 
deUver his state of the Union message in person, despite 
Congress' growing disapproval of executive decisions. 

Just as Congress is forced to sit back and watch Nixon 
control foreign policy, so are the American people. With 
the pressures of reelection removed as Nixon enters his 
final term, he is even less cimomed witii electoral 
opinion, and chooses to ignore conqiteteiy America's cry 
to end the war in Vietnam. 

In a recent interview, Nixon himself stoted that he 
could not allow demonstrations against the war to in- 
fluence his decisions in Indochina, even thoo^ thm 
protests measure the public's discontent. 

Add to this the administration's refusal to release any 
information concerning "peace at hand" through the 
press, and you see the weakening of a democraor and the 
building of a kingdom.

From Uie beginning, they 
demonstrated an inability to make up their minds 
about anything. The one thing whldi senate is 
required to accomplish is the allocation of stadent 
activity fees and yet the 1972 group was haggling 
over major allocations ri^t up to fSieU* last 
meetings. The story of tl^ aptly deseriMS the 
of year it has been for them. 

L^st spring a committee was selected to hold 
hearings on allocatiais and present a detailed rep^t 
on who should get how much money. The members 
of this committee worked long and hard on tlds 
iroiect, and presented their report Rattier than 
adopting the committee's recommendations after 
pertiaps making a few changes, Senate threw out the 
^rtide Hdng and began the allocatirai process all over 
again, this time before the entire group. Anyone who 
has worked with or in a group the size of senate 
knows what happoied next — chaos. 

The inability to deal efficiently with allocations 
has prevented the present Senate from dealing with 
ether important matters, such as a long-needed 
revision of the SGA Constitution, something which 
has been on the gaenda off and on for two or three 
years.

to bidkl a physical reoeatlon complex. The need for 
a large turn-out Feb. 7 is particularly tenportant 
because of ttus issue, as at least one- third of the 
student body roust vote before this election will be 

valid. 

The need for more recreation and intramiural 
facilities is starkly apparent to anyone who 

presently participates. Present facilities are con- 
trolled by the Athletic and Physical Education 
Departnnents. Inb-amural games talie third priority 
and at present little or no time is left over fffl* those 
who want to practice or just play for fun and ^er- 
cise. 

The exact number and types of facilities to be 
included in the complex is not yet kirawn because 
detailed planning must wait until mtmey from the 
Iwnds is available. However, at least six new 
basketball courts, 12 new handball courts and locker 
facilities for up to 5,000 pe(^le are planaed pUis 
many other unaller it^ns. 

HIE ONLY anticipated problem in passing the 
proposal, In addition to apathy, is the reluctance of 
most students to have their fees increased. It seems 
to me that an increase of just $10 a semester is very 
little compared to the $2,000 plus that a year at 
school costs. Further, the benefits and facilities 
available to users (rf the complex will compare to or 
exceed those of big city YMCAs. Compared to the 
member<;hip costs of those institutions, tile fee in- 
crease IS not very much at all. 

To tlioBe of us who won't ht here to use it it may 
seem like a burden to pay. We should remember, 
however, that K-State students in the late 40s and 
early SOs paid for almost 10 years for the Unioa For 
us to fail to follow their example in provicUnS for 
those who follow us would indeed be sad 

In the four and a half years I have been here, tliere 
has never been an election when there were so many 
reasons for every cme to be concerned and vote. We 
can rise to the occasion or show a give-a-shit attitude 
as has sometimes happened in the past. Would it 
really take that much effort to learn a iittle about the 
issues and vote. Whic^ way will we go?

Locking his hands behind his head, leaning back in 
his reclining arm chair, a symbol of importance at 
K-^tate, it suddenly appeared to him. He could see 
Earl Seni^ and aU his frimids on a stage in front of 
a sell out audience, playing his fingertips off. The 
audience was going wild. It was tibe musical orgasm 
d the year, and he thought "Why not?** 

Steve Hermes is a music freak of the first water. 
You can tella music freak when you see one Iwcause 
half notes dance in ttirir eyes even when thty'ie 
talking on the phone. They talk in four-four time. 
Steve knows music like Macbeth saw blood. He 
knows itall fhettme, and he just couldn't watt to call 
Louise Scruggs tO find out If Earl and Friends could 
be had for this concert which was stiU only an idea 
phrouetting in Ms mind. 

Louise was all for it. Steve just picked up the ftafloe 
and callMl Louise, and Louise saki YES! 

Yes, yes, she said yes, and even got Joan Baez to 
come to Kansas State. 

Why Kansas State? Who ever heard of Kansas 
State? Musically it*s no where, but later when the 
ftin was over and the trauma set la, ENm MoCletii 
wanted to come. Why? 

It s important for it to be nowhere. Whore was 
Woodstock before the concert? Who ever went to the 
Isle of Wright before music freaks invaded it, and 
got their picture on the front page of the London 
TbiHS. Even the cooservative Londoo Times had to 
admit that it was new to have several thousand 
music freaks paradii^ their bodies in the surf. 
Scandalous! Rock festivals have been scandalous, 
not always, but the vision is unclean, not antiseptie, 
not in ttie great tradition of American audience self- 
restraint 

Steve's idea danced right out of his head and on to 
contracts, prometieiial campaigns, tickets. The 
response to the idea, after the artists had agresd, 
was astounding.

It was deeidsd that the Orst nif^t shouW be 



dropped before ai^ore tidiets sold, because ttie 
inconvenience of exchanging ttie tickets for 8tud«ite 
would be monumental. Sotliey announced two ^ 
before the contract options for the musicians < 
due, that the first night was canceled.

Although the thrill of watching one 
of the oldest rock groups break up in front of a live 
audience melts the niind, in ttie Wdrid of inusie 
anything is possible. 

Saturday is going to be a lieavy day. The sound and 
film equipment must be set up and checked out 
Steve is praying for a gig of aab-zeto westtier. It 
would keep the fringes away. It's a sell out and 
people are already talking about what time in the 
afternoon they shoukl start lining up. 

Steve Hermes is now darting around helping 
where he can, making sure that no details are left 
flapping in the breeze. Everyone is woridng Uke a 
wen lubricated machine, and waiting with eyes set 
at l/i for the concert to beght 

What kind of people are coming to the concert? A 
veritable smorgasborg of people, doctors, farmers, 
music freaks, high schoolers, and litUe kiddles.

"K/ng of Marvin Gardens"

"The King erf Marvin Gard^" may lut own the B&O railroad or the 
water woria, but be does go dbvcdy to jaO and he does try to buy Oie St. 
James hotel on Boardwalk. Reality for King Jason Staebler (Bruce 
I>em> is composed of Baltic St deed cards and pink paper play money. 

Into the atwurd game he draws his brother David (S»A Nklwlsin), 
who doesn't know the rules. For that matter, we, the audience, are as 
confused as David is for most of the film, and this provides a curious 
interest in dedi^iering the diaractns' personalities uid ttielr in* 
terrelationships. 

There are the two brothera of course. David is a disc jockey, who MC's

Jason Is also a smooth-talker, a con man wcrts for a black 
racketeer. The kind d guy who would try to sell you the Brooklyn bridge 
and the Eiffel Tower as a nutched set, be nurtures Ids fancy oa getnriclK 
quick-schemes that may be all bunk, and then again. . . . 

Jason lives in a hotel on Boardwalk (honest!) in Atlantic aty, N.J. 
with his lover Salty (Ellen Burstyn) and her step-daughter Jessica (Julia 
Anne Robinson) a simple enough arrangement, except that tiie two 
women ha ve a lesbian relatiwiship and that Jason eventually donve the 
mother for the daughter. Among ttie other games they play, Jason rents 
the Atlantic Cily home of the Miss America pageant, and in a mock 
contest complete with slobbering organ music, long-stem roses, and 
spotlights, he crowns Jessica the undisputed winner in a field of one. 

As David says at the close of the film, "When you're in the fun house, 
you never know who's crazy." Though he finally finds out that he li the 
normal one nfleetid to the distorting mirrort, hs is still imabls to stop 
the game. 

All four mata cfaaractera are portrayed with ttie emoHond fmsnrityof 

the four performances in "Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?" Like that 
film, "The King of Marvin Gardens" evokes the same depression and 
tension. It also raninds one of die totroopectlve ecoenlrleittae and 
fomiUal musings in J.D. Salinger's Glass family novels. 

"The King of Marvin Gardens" is indeed impressive not only because 
it to so well acted, but also because it Is virtually idotless. Instead it 
focuses on the personalities of three very deranged individuals and one 
sUgbtly strange man. Ttie remarkable effect td this focus is tliat before 
Icng we can no more accural^ diaceni the boundarlea ct nnOty than 
eaii the charactars.

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Scruggs Concert: 
Nashville Gross Rock

Without a doubt the mufic firoduoed on Saturday njght 
^ the Earl Scmggillmmaiid flwnniile of hii frindi wfll 
be countrified. Not nec^sarUy the "Hee Haw" country 
music that is quickly brought to mind by the name 
Scruggs, but a country sound heavily infliwinced by rack 
and roll. The performers vary frtrni straight country 
musicians like Doc Watson awl Son to ow of tbe beat 
country rode bmdt tai the natioii. the Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band. They range from near obscurify to the Byrds. one of 
the first major American influeiicea m tlie rock aceoe. But 
J^hey aU ahare one thing: NuhvOle. 

Four of the eight groups appearing on the bill are 
probab^ not well known here. You might have aeen Tracy 
Nelioo and Moflitr Earth on American BaniMaiid singing 
LenncMi-McCartney's "Birthday" but that was at least four 
years ago. Since then the Texas-bom band has boui^t a 
ftwm around Nashville and produoed ievevd crl^lenBy 
acclaimed iwek albums, flavored with a gospel style and 
influenced by the coun^ environmoit of Tennessee. 

The shrai^iliit country group appearing, and ttr that 
reason the iMst known, will be Doc Watson and Son. A 
long-time Mind of Scruggs from the hills of North 
CaroUna, WatMH and Ma son. Merle, spedaUae fai hi- 
stnimentatioo. Their finesse with the flat-picked acoustic 
guitar has gained the respect of the country music fidd. 
llieir nnialc is pure hUb nuuk, clean and swift 

Two of the solo performers, RamhUn' Jadt Elliott and 
David Branberg, are related not only by country nunic 
but in their relattoiuhip with Bob C^Iaa EOlolt's 
earned him the title "son of Woody Guthrie" and in- 
fluenced Dylan's early career. He is a troubador of ttie 
Guthrie generation and punctuates his folk songs with 
"rambling" ane«lotes. 

New York-born Bromberg was befriended by Dylan and 
his solo career was launched after his v/ork with Bob on 
Self-Portrattand New MorMbg. He is a ballad singer of the 
. JIGiistafferBon genie and la a nustir of the aeoustlc gnltv.

One can hardly mention Saturday night's concert 
wiflieut using the phrase "foot atoaqptai* *' and no ottwr 
band evokes that phrase like ttie Mlfy Gritty Dirt Band. 
No strangers to K-State, the Dirt Band recorded an albuB 
here last spring (as yet unreleased) and sold out two 
concerts. Their recording of Jerry Jeff Walker's "Mr. 
Bo^ngiea" brou^t them natioaal acclaim and ptdtlic 
rteognition. An extremely talented group of inualciMS» 
their performance is studded with enthusiasm. 

The last name added to tlw bill was the moat stunnhig. 
Joan Baez is probably the most respected female linger of 
tfaeflOs. She was active in the early folk movement and hor 
albums reflected the tradition of the ballad with the graoe 
of a lyric soprano. ButBaea grew aa others grew and like 
many other contemporary singers, she ended up in Nash- 
ville. Her first Nashville album, One Day at a Time, was 
eicellent but her lateat, Cwne From the Staadoivs. is hor 
best to date. The songs are infhienced by Naahirille yet 
remain distinctly Baez. She pulls emotion from every note 
and finds her feelings oHai^iBented by the bhies ttwt Is an 
lateral part of country music. 

Ironically, the beat known band in the show is also the 
least dep^dable. The Byrds' history is one of constant 
personnel change. The ori^nal group, which included 
David Crosby, parted in 1965 and the only "Tambourine 
Man" left is Roger McGuinn. McGuinn and his beck-iq) 
band have paved the road for many groiqis like the New 
Riders of the Purple Sage and Poco. Sweetheart of the 
Rodeo (1969) was the first album in the genre now luwwn 
as country rock. But the excellence of that album was 
obfGured not only by the fact 0iat the Bsnrds hid becoiie •

Unckiubtedly this 
hw confused many people. But Scruggs is no longer the 
liiek banjo [dayer you saw on the Beverly HillbUltes. He 
has becene Iht force ttmf haa hi ldgfid oeuoliy and rack. 

Scruggs' orlgbnl fame came with Leater FtatL Bmving 

perfected his own three-finger picking style for the five- 
string banjo, Scruggs won the reputation as one of the best 
bunjo pUyeri hi m wofH Be nod FlaU played straight 



But Scruggs b^an to liel confined hi oountary music. He 
began to grow, wanting to add his bat^o to other kinds of 
music. Friction arose with Fhitt and the duo broke up. And 
suddenfy Scruggi became m nparimentsr. His subject 
was rock and his co-workers Bob Dylan, the Byrds, ttie 
Dirt Band, Linda Ronstadt, Joan Baez. His aons Ra ndy and 
Gary showed their mtwical prowess by twcoming his back- 
up Innd and the Earl Scruggs Revue was bom. Early last 
year I Saw the Light with a LitOe Help From My Friends 
was released and NET dkl a special on the fhawglng 
Scruggs. He accompanied the Dirt Band to Kiwi Stall 
last spring and now he returns as tiie star. 

Country rock is one of ttie newest of the many forms of 
popular music. It Is a owllow combination of traditional 
American music and rodt and nril, Eari Sciuns: His 
Family and Friends is a historic step hi the evdutton of 
this genre, uniting talented musicians from both fields. It 
is not a rock concert; nor is it the Grand 0^ Optf, Rftttnr, 
it is the beat of botti worUa.

SAIGON (Af>) — Scores of 
heavy BS2 bombers and smaU

^tnam Thursday to back up 
Saigon's soldiers engaged In In- 
creasing ground fighting. 

The ground dadm appeared to 
result from a desire on both sides 
to stalce claim to as much 
tMfitory as possible before 
agreement on the in-place cease- 
fire reported drawing near. 

Heavy fighting was reported 
below the former demilitarized 
zone north and south of Quang Tti 
Gty. Another battle was reported 
northwest of Kmtum Qty in the 
central highlands. 

HUNDREDS OF South Viet- 
noiese tntotrymen supported by 
lliltanhs moved through the Iron 
Triaagle and Ho Bo and Boi Loi 
regions northwest d Sa l^ flP in an 
cffcrt to flush out eoeii^ hroops 

Those areas and flie ngioo to 
the north in the dd Mcfarita 
rubber plantation have been 
bombed heavily in the past few 
days by B8ts. Hie region nor- 
thwest of Saigon is a traditional 
staging area for North Viet- 
namese troops w4io mm into 
South Vietnam from noltfllMrlBg 
Camtiodia. 

The heaviest fighthig was in the 
region below the former 
demiUtarized zone. The Saigon 
command Mid 77 Nortii Viet- 
namese soldiers were Itilled and 49 
weapons captured. South Viet- 
namese losses were put at 10 
killed and 51 wounded.

THE BULK of the 90 B52 Strikes 
in South Viemam during the 24- 
hour period ending at 8 a.m.

The concentration of air 
strikes and the heavy ground 
fighting there appear designed to 
give the South Vietnamese the 
strongest possible military 
position before the cease-fire. 

If a peace agreement is 
reached, South Vietnam sources 
say North Vietnam wants to claim 
as its own territory contested or 
under its control along a 13-mile 
stretch south of the former 
deniilitariz^ zone. That would 
iriace all the six-miie-wide zone 
plus a strip of land tai dbe South 
under NcM'th Vietnamese control. 

South Vietnam wants the 
demarcation line restored at the 
17th Parallel, where it was before 
North Vietnam's invasion of the 
South iBitt qpring.

Their chief concern seems to be presenting awards to 
mose mdividiaU disptaytng outstanding physical fitness 
Skills. Some of the things they ama4 m tbe aWy to do 
push-ups, sit-ups and jogging. 

Not to be outdone, the Intramural and Recreation 
25«rtinent here has estabUdied similiar programs. One 
of these is caUed the Century Club. Members are awarded 
for the ability to jog lOO miles, swim 25 miles or cycle 400 
miles. Thus far 28 members of the faculty and stwient 
body have been so awarded. 

WHILE I certainly must doff my hat to these people, I 
must ask a question in the process. What about those of us 
wso are not aUe to do aU the things these people do in 
order to be awarded? Why are there no such programs for 
those who devote their entire lives to physical unfitness? 

There are many endeavors of the physically unfit that 
are just as strenuous as any program the fitness people 
can advise. Let me propose some programs and awards 
for the other half of the fitness coin. 

I like the century concept, that is, doing 100 whatever 
to get an award. This can be applied to my unfitness 
program. For example, why not give awards to those who 
smoke lOO cigarettes a week, or drink 50 beers a week. 

I've laways been amazed by one of niy rocnmnates who 
can spend 100 hours a week sleephtg. Why not give him 
the recognition he deserves (eapedMl^ contiidertQg be's 
passing all his courses). 

Like every other sport, participants in unfitness sports 
run the daily risk of injuries. Have you ev&c seen some fat 
slob silently bearing the pain of a badly injured "COcrs 
elbow. Or have you ever seen the anguish which can only 
be caused by a foosball wrist " Or, maybe the glazy-eyed 
stare of someone who has been watching television too 
long. Or the indigestion of a cronic refrigerator-raider. 

THESE INJURIES can be very serious. I saw one guy 
shatter his hip on the comer of a pinball machine, giving 
iUs aU to put some extra hodiy English on the ball. And 
tlien there was the guy that stayed in bed so long, for one 
reason or another, that be developed a badly infected case 
of bedsores and died, 

The trouble with the physically unfit, however, is they 
really don*t want to be that way. In fact, many of the most 
prominent members of this elite group were star athletes 
in high school. They just recently became unfit because 
they simply couldn't find hIbb facilities to play the sports 
that interested them. 

For example, say they like basketball. Have you ever 
tried to find a place to play when it's below zero and snow 
covers the outdoor courts; or tried to play handball 
somewhere indoors; or tried to do some winter swim- 
ming. It's very hard, not to say impossible, to find the 
faciUties to do this. 

If you are fortunate mwugh to find the indoor facilities 
open, they are usually so overcrowded that there is Uttle 
you can do except watch the fitness nuts go at it. (They're 
the ones who stood in the cold so they could be the first to 
get on the courts). 

WITH NOTHING left to do, our fitness-seeking friends 
soon become the un fitness-finders. Instead of basketball, 
th^ find a vigorous round of foosball. Instead of drinking 
Gatorade, as all good athletes do, they drink warm SchMtz 
at some local bar. And after they've done this for a long 
period of time, they become rather good at it. Con- 
sequently, they've soon changed their whole lifestyle. 
Unfortimately, it's a life that won't last as long as maybe 
th^ would like it to. 

Maybe what this campus needs is less awards and more 
facilities. TUnk about it when the recerational complex 
comes up for a vote In the student referendum on Feb. 7. 
More on that later.

become contaminated. 

Hie blast erupted in a Chorokee Nitri^en Co. warehouse in a as^plant 
industrial park four miles southeast of here. 

The concussion knocked out windows in Pryor and was felt as far as 
Tulsa, 44 miles to the southwest TwoatrUne pUots reported seeing the 
flash light up the nlglit sl^. Six penKua were lai}ttred, but ooly two ware 
hospitalized. 

Authorities expressed amazement that only two persons had to be 
hoai^taUzed. Luther Robbins, a Naticxial Gypsum employe, and Joe 
Fulmer, employe of Cherokee Nitrogen, were reported in lailoua con- 
dition suffering from possible concussions.

Docking proposes 
faculty pay raises 

A five and one- half per cent increase in total faculty salaries for aU 
state schools in Kansas has been recommended by Gov. Robert Docking 
in his annial budget. 

The raises would be based on merit, according to John Chalmers, vice- 
president for academic affairs, with the total amount of raises being 
equal to five and ane-half percent of ttm total faculty salaries at K-8tate. 

Although the appropriation hasn't been formally introduced in the 
ICansas legislature, Chalmers saw little chance of the raises being cut. 
"The only attempt now," he said, "is to see if we can get more raises." 

CITING K-STATE'S faculty salaries as the lowest in ^ Big Eight, 
Chalmers said the low pay scale has had an advene dfect on tlie qukUty 
of K-State's progranM. 

"It's harder to appoint and hold good faculty," Chalmers said, "and 
the first-rate faculty we have stay because of a sense of devotion and 
duty, not became of the pay." 

The size of the increase will be raised, Chalmers hopes, so that faculty 
raises ai other schools won't leave K-State with the lowest pay scale.

The surrender emled a 474iour siege of a 
Brooklyn sporting goods store that had provided 
the gunmen with a virtual arsenal of firepower. 

One patrolman was shot dead in a Uoody con- 
frontation witti tiie four young biddapmeii at tbe 
outset of the proloiiied police vigil Friday 
Two others wei« wounded, one critically. 



SAIGON — The Viet Cong offered Sunday to free 
lao wounded South Vietnameae captives hi a 
*1mmanitariaa*' gesture under a 29-bour load 
cease-fire northwest of Saigon, but govemmeol 
field commanders apparently feared a trap. 

South Vietnamese military sources said Monday 
that senicr commanders were hol^Hng emergency 
oonfemces and keqihig tabs on the stiuation with 
reconnaissance aircraft. Field ojmmanders felt 
the Viet Cong made the proposal either to move 
suppUes during a truce or in hopes of luring Saigon 
forces taito an ambush, the sources added. 

LONDON — A guerrilla leador hunted all over 
Ireland by troops and police surfaced on British 
televisions Sunday and said the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army is stronger than ever. 

David O'Conneil, chief strategist of the IRA's 
Provisional wing, said: "Numerically, financially 
and in terms of equipment and positive support, 
the IRA is in a better position than at any time in 
the past three years." 

DAKAR, Senegal — Amilcar Cabral, one of the 
most prominent leaders of the African struggle 
against white supremacy, was assassinated in 
front of his home in Conakry, the cai^tal of Guinea, 
a broadcast said Sunday. 

President Sekou Toure of Guinea said in an 
emotion-charged speech over the state -run 
Conakry radio that Cabral was killed Saturday 
night by Portuguese agents. 

For 1m past nine years, Cabral ran a guerrilla 
war of iadef>endence in Portuguese GKdnea from 
his Conakry headquarters. 

OXFORD, England — Sen. George McGovem 
said Sunday that the United States is "closer to 
one-man nue than at any time in our history," with 
Congress, the press and political parties in full 
retreat and the American people dispirited. 

The basic cause, he said in a lecture at Oxford 
University, was the eidiaustion of Congress "by 
executive encroachment and legislative 
parafysis," exhaustion of ttie press and political 
parties. 

W ASHINGTON — In hopes of keeping inflation 
under better control, President Nixon will send 
what is considered a tight budget to Congress noct 
week, probably just under $270 billion. 

The President is also expected to announce that 
he has managed to hold federal spending to $2S0 
billion during the 1973 fiscal year, which is now 
Just more than halfway over.

"America was built not by 
government, but by people — not 
by welfare, Iwt by work," Nixon 
said in a passage that apparently 
flntod tlie opposition party's fears 
that social programs might auKer 
the brunt of economic drives. 

HOUSE SPEAKER Carl Albert. 
CAlahoma Democrat, ctnamented 
that, while all agree self-reliance 
is a virtue, "we do have peopte 
who can't do aU of It lor ^mor 
selves."

Mike Egan adced In his Friday 
column, "Would it really take that 
much effort to learn a Uttle about 
the issues and vote? " Apparently,

Egan states that If the proposal 

passes, fees would go up $10 a 
semester. White this is partially 
correct, he Wt out some vital 
information. It is true that fees 
would go up $10 a semester, but 
that is only for the first four years. 
After the complex is finished, in 
about four years, fees would then 
be raised an additional $10 a 
semester which would then costs 
students a total of $20 a semester. 
Students wlU be paying this fee for 
30 years at which time the bonds 
used to finance the complex will 
be retired. 



Already next year, tuitim rates 
are increasing $35 to a total of

I would like to see a 
recreation complex just as much 
as the next guy does, but until a 
be Iter way can be found to financQ 
it we should try to get by on 
present facilities. Far greater 
sacrifices have been made.

Everything went wrMg on 
Saturday ni^t. Tiie line stood for 
hours in the drizzle. The doors 
opened late and the show bf^n 
late. The technicians managed to 
screw up the sound system for 
every set. The time between acts 
was at times as long as the act 
itself. And the show lasted until 
6:4S Sunday morning. But I 
wouldn't have traded my ticket 
for a baggie of marijuana incense. 

Doc Watson and his son Merle 
opened the show and immediately 
previewed the musical excellence 
the show. As he informally 
chatted with the audience, Watson 
faroitght the crowd to the first of 
many bi^ with "Black Mountain 
Rag." He continued with several 
bines numbers and brought the 
audience to its feet with Us flat- 
picking skill. He's not unknamiat 
K-State anymore 

AND BEFORE you could say 
"Wildwood Flower," Dave 
Bromberg took over the stage and 
the show. Looking much like 
Dylan, Brombsrg proved himself 
to be one of the very best acoustic 
guitarists around. His back-up 
band was weak, except for the sax 
player, and his best songs were 
accompanied mily by bass and 
guitar. "Didja Ever Wake Up in 
the Morning with Bullfrogs on 
Your Mind?," a Guthrie-styled 
tune, was the tugfalight of bis set 
and showed his abtttty to eontrot 
the audience. 

By the time Tracy Nelson and 
lio^er Earth finished their set, I 
was Impressed. But it took them 
the whole set to produce a number 
together. Tracy Nelson lacks 
stage personality and controls 
neither her band nor the audience. 
Many times the band waa tight but 
without Tracy But the converse 
was likewise true. Happily, the 
nnal long saved the sat. "Modisr 
Earth," a Joplinesque blues 
number, Ailly demonstrated the 
bawl's abtttty to cook wtHi Tracy 
Nelson. 

Hien there were the Byrds and 
mfand emotions. At timetj the 
group played like a band, but for 
the most part it was Roger 
McGuimi's show. The initial songs 
of the set were totally destroyed 
by faulty sound equipment and the 
audience hardy r e s po nd ed to an 
acoustic version of "Mr. Tam- 
bourine Man." Then McGuinn and 
cempai^ opened the door to rock 
and roll with Chuck Berry's "Roll 
.Over, Beethoven" and the 
audience was theirs. Clarenoe 
White, lead guitarist, nimbly 
picked his way thruu^ "So You 
Want to be a Rock and RoU Star" 
and "Mr. Spaceman" to prove his 
musical ability. But the real hero 
of Uie set was a cocaine-eyed -bass 
player named Skip and "Ei^t 
Miles High." He was. It was. We 
were. "Pack up your tent, 
McGuinn, you ain't going 
nowhere."

basically apathetic K-State 
audience singing right along. Like 
the Byrds, she left most of her 
Nashville at home and sang her 
classics. She was stunning. 

then came one of the biggest 
let-downs of the evening. Nothing 
personal against Jack Elliott. But 
the audience waited patiently for 
an hour, then impatiei^ for a 
half hour while the crews reset the 
stage for the Dirt Band. They 
messed up more than they fixed 
up and it was about 3 a.m. when 
Ramblin* Jack stepped to the 
mike and whispmd, "Excuse the 
laryngitis." He {dugged away like 
a trooper but the audience was 
justifiably restless. Dave 
Bromberg aided Elliott in- 
strumental ly, but the crowd was 
never really with Dylan's obvious 
mentor. Ramblin' Jack Elliott is 
one of the pillars of early rock and 
milt but Stmday morning's pa*- 
formance revealed nothing. 

Almost before Elliott could get 
off the stage, the Nitty Gritty Dirt 
Band got on, told the roadies 
where to go and totally broke open 
the concert. In spite of technical 
problems, they played with the 
finesse and enthusiasm ttiat won 
the K-State audience last year. 
Their musical skill was witnessed 
as they switched instruments 
aitet each song. Everyme played 
everything excellently. From 
washboard to washtub. Like Joan 
Baez. they had total contnd of die 
crowd. There were no undapped 
liands when they departed. 

MOST IMPORTANTLY, the 



Dirt Band set the mood for tt-H 
star. Earl Scruggs. The audience 
had no chance to go back to sleep, 
llien the proverbial lead balloon 
struck. After a tremendous 
ovation, the father of Uie concert 
entered, fingers flying Nn mikes. 
All tlie audience ^ard was a 
distorted, boring bass line. After a 
"five" (read twenty-five) minute 
t>reak to reset the mikes, they 
began again, but the audience was 
gone. Technology had struck 
again. The Revue played its 
damnedest but was not aUe to 
capture the audience until "Foggy 
Mountain Breakdown," the last 
nanher of the set. 

Musically, the Earl Savggs 
Revue is almost excellent. Randy 
Scruggs convinced me that he is 
the best guitarist anywhere, 
acoustic and electric. Ear*^ 
Scruggs is the master of tiie banjo 
and left contrary opinion in the 
corner. But the vocal quality of 
the group leaves much to be 
desired. Gary Scruggi can carry 
the tMss, but to be an excellent 
band, the group needs another 
brother. 

In spite the technical problems, 
the evening was well worth the 
price of admissiwi. It provided an 
opportunity to see the big m&i of 
country and rock on the same bill 
and showed how country rock waa 
bom. The similarities between 
Doc Watson and Jack Elliott 
illustrated the parallel 
background of country and rock, 
respectively. And the Earl 
Scruggs Revue proved that the 
twain have met. Praise the Lord. I 
saw the light.

On Feb. 1, 1973, K-State students will have a chance to 
vole OB a referendum for a iiroiiosed student recrea aonal 
oomiiiex. 

If you have heard anything at all about flw pfopOMd 
Gon^Oex, it was probably in favor of it. 

BUT BEING a betting nian, I like to look at aU the 
aMwnatives and find angwm to questkms I have about 

flie proposed complex. 

The intramural department says the present facilities 
in Ahearn gym are overcrowded. The facilities are now 
iiiared by intercollegiate athletics, physical education 
and intrammli. Tlw ouralMri of tMuna partkslpatfaig m 
intramurals each year is increashig, and space is 
becoming more limited. According to a pamphlet 
distributed from the intramural office, stud^its may use 
"w^the facilities in Abeam only on weekends, and tbn oii|y if 
fliere Is not « eeneert tr a allMie «viat sdMdiMl. TUs 
all points to a new complex. 

But how is the new building to be funded? The 
referendum question states that each student will be 
aflnewed $10 per semester, beginning with the ^ring 
semester, Wik, Tfais fee will be levied imtQ the propoaed 
Qomi^ex is operational. Once the bidkUng is open, every 
student will be assessed $20 per semester, with $5 of this 
amount to go for operational expenses and the remaining 
$15 to retire the trands. 

NOW THE question : why must all students be required 
to pay for the complex? Some students may be forced to 
pay $20 a semester for a building they may never chose to 
use. And what about the students now in school? That's 
iiBl A student who is a second^emester fireahman right 
now will pay $90 (Five semesters worth) towards a 
building he or she will never have a chance to use. 

Spokesmen in favor of the complex rationalize that $5 a 
semester from students fees goes to the Union, but there is 
^ . a significant differ^ioe. Most likely every student going to 
^%^-State wiU utilize the Union at lea&i once a semester, and 
probably more than once. But it is a fact that not ever>' 
student will use the proposed complex. Vm not against the 
iiea of a recreational complex, but let ttie people who 
wimt to use it pay for it. 

It also states in Uie referendum that the ooniplex wiU be 
govenied fa^ students. While it is true that students will 
enjoy a majority of representation on the board, there will 
be a good percentage of faculty and K-State staff 
representation on the board. 

So if the referendum passes, students who will never 
have a chance to use the complex will help pay for it; 
iriien die complex is opened students who may never want 
to use the ooni^ex will still be forced to pay for the 
building; and the governing board will have a minority of 
faculty and staff deciding how the complex will be run 
when this minority will not have to pay one penny towards 
the cost of the buUding. 

And to a betting man, anyway you look at the 
referendum, the studnit comes out the big loser.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday granted 
American women the right to 
have medical abortions during the 
first six months of pr^nancy. 

The state may interfere with 
this "right of privacy" only in 
approximately the last three 
mottdis, when the unborn child is 
developed enough to live outside 
die metim, die court rulad seven 
to two. 

THE RUUNG struck down a 

Texas law that made it a crime for 
a doctor to end a pregnancy ex- 
cept "for die purpose ot saving tte 
life of the mother."

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Funding priorities surveyed

in response to the growing 
uncertainty among many students 

about Student Senate's funding 
^.«4)riorities, three K-Staters con- 
ducted a rantan nwcgr of one per 
cent of the K-State student body to 
determine their opinions on 
funding priorities. 

The results from it were varied 
and in some cases surprising. 
MinM* sports, for example, were 
ranked first on the respondents' 
funding list, but competitive 
tpoTta, as a general area of in- 
terest were rated last in llie six 
areas which reepondents ranked 
in order of their intoreat 

THE MOST reasonable ex- 
planation for this is that the 
respondents kwiieved minor spwts 
"should be funded, but not 
necessarily completely," ac- 
cording to the report. Many 
atudento offered additional 
comments on the program of 
minur sports and said they 
thought it was unfair for the major 
aporto to be funded and not to fund 
tbe minor spcurts.

of 23 organixationa soggMtod for 

funding. 

This may have been a reaction 
in opposition of tiie present level of 
funding for BSU, according to the 
report. Persons may have replied 
negatively to all funding, wtaeft 
actually they were Oidy flppeahg 
the present level. 

When the percentages for and 
against funding BSU were 
tabulated with the respondents' 
plana to vote or not vote in the next 
Student Governing Associatirai 
election, it showed that the per- 
sons meet oppoaed to BSU funding 
were die wm «^ didn't plan to 
vote. 

FUNDING MECHA. a Chicano 
organization, though it was only 
rated I9th on the priority list, was 
not as controversial an issue. 
During the interviews many 
persons would ask what answer 
they had given for BSU funding 
and then would give tile same 
answer for MECHA. 

The effect of race on tiie per- 
centages of Bupport for BSU wae 
strong. Sixty-two per cent of the 
white students surveyed voted 
against tandlng BSU, while 100 
per cent of the blacks and the 
Chicanes surveyed favored 
funding it. This could have been 
distorted though, tlie raporl said. 



since the random sunpUng used 

to pick respondents allowed no 
control over the number of per- 
sons que^ioned from each race. 
Of the 150 persons surveyed, there 
were 144 whites, five blacks and 
one Chicano. 

Support of the Hoyal Purple d 
the survey followed in part 
saiMe%4Beteien not to fund it fMB 
year.

You win some, you lose smne. 

The Supreme Court's decision granting women the 
right to have abortions is a tremendous breakthrough on 
the path to equal rights for women. 

THE RULING now takes the abortion question out of 
the hands of the state and leaves the decision to the in- 
dividual — where it should be. It's about time someone 
decided to let a woman control her own rq;)roductive 
organs. 

Those against liberalized abortion laws argue that life 
begins at conception and label abortion as murder. But 
then no one really knows when life begins — not even the 
state. It's a personal, individuBl problem to be faeed by a 
woman and her physician. 

Tlie court's ruling, which took more than two years to 
reach, is a giant step forward for the Women's 
Liberation Movement. 

BUT THEN you have people like Rep. Hari^ Huggfns, 
Kansas City Democrat, attemptmg to stop the 
movement's progress and set us back another 40 years. 

Rep. Huggins Tuesday introduced a resolution which 
would repeal the action of last year's Kansas Legislature 
in ratifying the Equal Rlgbts Amendment. 

He argues that the amendment — which simply calls 
for women to have the same rights as men — was 
ratifyed on a "hurry-huiry" basis without sufficient 
deliberation. 

Itie Ekiual Rights Amendment has been in debate for 
40 years. Isn't that suffidmt delfliieratioii? 

HUGGINS SEEMS to be wary of the implications of 
the amendment. *1 don't think the people want their 
wives and daughters to go to war," he says. 

tlie people don't want then* husbands and sons to go to 
war either — but that's not the issue. 

The real issue is equality. Women are only asking that 
they be given the same rights and opportunities that men 
are given. 

Is that too much to ask of a nation founded on basis 
of equality and freedom for the individual? 

Think about it. Rep. Huggins — before you decide to 
introduce a resolution that would repeal the Bill of 
Rights.

The 1960s returned to Topeks for 
about five minutes last Satufday. 

It hap|»ened rather unei* 
pectedly in the midst of a peace 
vigil at Uie state capitol. The 
demmsbranim had been 
inipcctaMc — a middle class, 
ceavenrtknal ^tberiog ci young 
and dd, out onfy to tay quietly 
that they were f ot peace now, not 
when Richard Nixon wanted. 

Hie people, tiie type you inl0it 
see at a PTA meeting or over at 
ttie local school district session, 
made a qukk lap around the state 
house, then started singing John 
Lennon'a "Give Peace a Chance." 
A amaoa, scr^itinra readings, 
prayer mA a tttangr foOoiied. 

THEN IT happened. Prom Oie 
crowd, a voice asked, "Reverend, 
would you lead us on a march 
through the streeto of Topeka so 
that we can host demonstrate ow 
concern about the war?" 

There was a pause, of course, as 
all thought over the consequences 
of the question. The ministers and 
program coordinators huddled 
next to the gray coffm which had 
been set up. taUcing beneath the 
banner which read "1^ Million 
War Dead," diacmi^ the 
possilMUtiee. 

"The reason we're discussing it 
iqi toe is because the program 
w» only plaiBwd for from noon to 
1 p.m.," one of the ministers 
Anally ro^Hauied. "Also, we're 
not sure about whether a parade 
permit would be rei|uirad for 



This didn't satisfy the young 
male questioner, who replied he 
didn't belteve ai^one shoald 
worry about a parade permit at a 
time like this. 

BUT THE crowd was quiet. The 
minbter, now knowing he had 
their backing, replied, "That 
really wasn't planned." He went 
on to explain that the program- 
men had planned for grotqps to 
discuss the issue of peace and to 
possibly pass out leaflets. 

The moment passed. 

The question had typified the 
spirit, or perhaps the attitude, of 
the 1960s The rest of the vi01 
typified the political realitlee of 
the 1970S. 

Five years ago — periu^M as 
litUe as three — the answer to the 
qu^tion mi^t have been dif- 
ferent. We all were younger — in 
more than just years — back thea 
It was an entirely different time, a 
period when people still could get 
excited about an idea like Viet- 
nam and still think that possibly 
wo eoidd do something about It 



so WE grabbed the signs and 
the armbands and went to war — 

for peace. 

True, much of the peace 
movement slowly turned into a 
farce, with misguided fools letting 
Oemsdves be arrested f cr Absurd 
reasons and more dangerous fods 
responding with violence and 
bombs. Sane heeds did not always 
prevail — lading to a loss in 
credibili^ and perhaps partially 
toUnal Meat 



It is appannt we have lost 
There were only 500 in Topeka to 
protest the currant war policy. 
You can't blame that on the claim 
ttiat poMO is at hand, perhaps 
wldiin days or even hours, as 
we've been told mon than onoe. 

In the laMt several months, 
Nixon has dared to do these things 
- the heavy bonbing d Hanoi 
and Haiphoi^, the mining of the 
harbon of North Vietnam, a 
virtual news bladcout by the^^r, 
government and numowis false ^ 
hints of peace just around the 
corner — which President 
Johnson just couldn't have con- 
sidered. No peace agreement ever 
can justify the death and 
destruction which resulted. 

But apparently we have been 
deceived and disillusioned so 
many times that no one cares any 
more. We already have argued, 
agonized, fought, cried and bled 
over the war. We have been 
deceived, mislead, lied to and 
tricked until we have finally 
begun to see ourselves for the 
fools we always must have been. 

NOW THERE are only a few of 
us left. Simply by hokbng a 
protest in 1973, you defeat your- 
self, because who's going to show 
up? Who's going to listen to a few 
hundred people back In Alf 
Landon's old home town?

A striking resemblence to the nation's president 
appeared in front of the Union Monday, thanks to the 
efforts of some architecture students. 

Pollutants induce 
plant deterioration 



. ^ontge to plants around the 
State may be evidence that 
Kansas air Is not as eleenvs many 
boast, William Willis, associate 
professor of [dant pathology, said. 

Willis explained he has ob- 
served injuries to plants in the 
state which can't be diagnosed as 
any known disease and stupectt 
air may be die prafatoni. 

"AIR POLLUTION Injury is 
very difficult to diagnose," Willis 
said. "It's usually a last resort 
diagnosis." 

Most plant injuries occur 
around industrial areas such as 
Kansas City and Wichita, he 
explained. In open areas such as 
farmlands no build-up is Ukdy to 
occur. Willis said he has observed 
only one case of poUution damage 
to wheat and that was near an «U 
refhiery. 

Willis said he began seeing 
sulfur dioxide damage to plants 
about eight years ago. In 
soudieast Kauas a sine and lead 
smelting business has caused 
some plant u\jury, he explained. 



"People laughatmeif I say tint 
iiyuries to plants may be caused 
by poDution," iraiia said. Becmse 
Kansas is favored by good 
weather conditions, especially 
wind, mai^ psopte tfainli it la 
i mimaaibtf to bava air pflitattfln, 

"WE DO GET conditions where 

we can get a build-up of 
pollution," he explained. "We 
Occasionally get an Inversion 
layer where pollution is trapped. 
Vou can see the layer on the 
hwixon." 

Despite these occasional con- 
ditions Willis sees no trend toward 
a pollution proUem. 

"I'm not an alarmist," Willis 
said. "We certainly need to see 
what air pollution is doing, 
though." 

Kansans need to be aware of the 
pn^m and be ahead of it so we 
don't have a situatkn lite Los 
Angeles, he said. 

"Pollution is an extremely 
complex thing." he said. "What is 
injurious to plants may not be 
injurious to people."

Grayden said. "The other, which 
is theory is that it is taused by 
disturbances in the brain 
chemistry." 

Grayden continued that 
depression is treated by anti- 
defH'essant drugs or counseling to 
deal with the life situation.

IN CONTRAST to the type of 
severe depression Grayden 
described. Bill Ogg, counselor at 
Holtz Hall, finds ttttt most of Ifae 
students who come to him are 
experiencing a mild form of 
depression. 

"Students that come to see me 
don't have a sorrowful' feeling," 
he explained. "The attitude, 
'Someone pushes me round and I 
don't stand up to them, then I 
think less of myself,' is conMnon. 

"This is apt to be temporary 
But a person may develc^ a 
behavi<M- pattern." 

This type of mitd depression, he 
added, may be caused by many 
things: persona 1-social conflicts, 
family probleini or academic 
problems.

Correcting Uicoulsleneles in 
the handling of acadonlc 
dishonesty, grade appeals and 
other academic grievance cases Is 
the main aim of the proposed 
Undergraduate Academic 
Grievance Board. 

The Board couk! be organized as 
early as next month if a proposal 
drawn-up by an ad hoc c<Mnmittee, 
whteh consista of four faculty 
members and three students, is 
approved by the Faculty Senate in 
Ito first February meeting. 

The proposal stata that all 
academic matters would be under 
the jurisdiction of the new 
grievance board, with two in- 
formal lower tevels at which 
mediation of disputes between 
students and faculty members 
would be attempted. 

On the first tevaJ, all efforts 
woukl be made Iqr lite student and 
imtructar Involved to settle the 
dispute. In instances that involved 
a student being charged with 
academic dishonesfy which could 
result in suspension or dismissal, 
Ike case would be r^erred 
dk«cti|y to the grievuioe board. 

IF A GRIEVANCE is not 
reselTOd on lite levd, either 
party may appeal In writiiv to the 
department band concomed, who 
win act as a madialar. The student 
may also request an ombudsman 
to arrange meetings of tke parties 
tevoivid and report aetlfln i 



On ttte third level, a written 
appeal may be made by (he 

student or faculty member tn the 
dean of the coU^e most directly 
conoemed The dean would act as 
a second mediator. 

The Undergraduate Academic 
Grievaitee Board wouM then 
aHiitowte ttiedlm>ute if no st^uUon 
could be reached on the lower 
three levels. The board would 
have the" power to diaiwtte cases 
for lack of evidence or want of 
jm^sdictton, iMue wamtngi to 
faculty members or students, 
censure (a written statemoit).

UNDER THE oid system, a student would get a schedule of courses 
approved by his adviser. During registration, a lime assigner would 
attempt to find a woriiabte sdMoule. Hie process was iknr and time- 
consuming, said Gerritz. The change to a computpr meant that all 
schedule possibilities could be considered by the computer before a 
course change was needed, he said. 

The transition from mass regi;; (ration to computer enroUnwittWWHl't 
easy. " In the spring of 1967, when we first used the computer, only 10 par 
cent of our stodento received scfaedulea. The rest had confltoto and tlie 
computer didn't print anything," 

Registrations since that first one in 1967 have wcrked out "qulto well," 
Gerritz said. "We were OM of the first ao unlvenitiM in tiia country to 
use the computer. As a matter of fact, both KU and OU triad it and feU 
flat on their face." 

Enrollment by ma il isn't exacUy what it's made out to be. Gerritz said. 
"The first students to mail their enrollment get the classy they want, 
But the last ones to mail their schedules want the same classes as 
everyone else, so what do you do?" He added that the cost far mail 
enrotbnent would be prohibitive at K State. 

"In using the comfHiter, we have to assume that every course has a 
competent instructor," said Gerritz. "We can offer no guarantee that a 
student will get a course at 10:30 

"If we attempted to give every student the instructor and time of ius 
choice, wc would price ourselves right out the door."

With the basic*s of the program in mind, I strolled 
around the training room the first day of class trying to 
dedde wheth^ to take up the option given to me. Hie 
optloiil itfar to was, I eouM partidpate in jint the part of 
the program that the class <Ud or I could go through the 
whole workout right along with the players. The first 
thought to cross my mind was that this would be an ideal 
opportunity to get back in shape. However, this thmight 
r a^y disappeared trom my mhid as thne paaaed. 

THE FIRST THING to oooM to my attention was flie 
weight chart. I noticed that the lowest amount of weight 
used in the bench press was somewhere in the low 200s. 
The first thought that came into my mind was, the fact 
that the barbells weighed more than I did. I thought 
allhough it would he raliier ftmny to thoee who happeiied 
to be near me while I was struggling to keep the welgliti 
from caving in my chest, it would fvobaUy be mey 
detrimental to my health. 

As soon as I left the weight area, I ran into a frtoad of 
naiiie who a player. He proce e d e d to hilorm me bow 
fortunate the players were because it snowed. He said that 
because the turf was covered with snow, the running part 
of the workout could not be held. He went on to say that 
tills section consisted of running somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of 32 forty-yard dashes. As I stared at him in 
iBsbelief , I formed this mental picture of myself crawliog 
on my hands and knees during my tenth dash. Just 
thinking of having to run that much made me tired. 

MY LAST STOP was the area where players practiced 
their blocking and hitting. It was here that I was told I 
woidd vmvk along with the offensive linemra* It just so 
happened that tbe^ were working on bloddng tediniques. 
Eight away I was relieved to see that all the work would 
be done on dummies, instead of one man trying to put a 
block on another. After watching Coach Faulks demon- 
strate the proper stance on tlie line of scrimmage, we set 
to work. I figured that this ought to be relatively eaiQr as 
my ^t turn came up. 

I'm not quite sure, but I think the dumpffl won two out of 
the three clashes. 

Something tells me I better not go through the whole 
program.

Recreation complex: needed or not ?

the first step toward a $4.7 
^million student recreational 
l^complex will be taken Feb. 7 when 
students decide whether to in- 
crease their fees to pay fur the 
construction and maintenance of a 
student-governed recreational 
facility. 

The SGA-sponsored referendum 
will be incorporated into the 
r^idar SGA etections. Accordhig 
to the bylaws of the SGA con- 
stitution, one tliird (A the student 
bo4y (SGA populace) must vote in 
a raferaidum lor it to bo valid. 

OF THIS ONE-THIRD, a 
referendum can pass with a 
simple majority vote. 

The last student referendum 
was in 1966 when students voted in 
favor of the I1.S million athletic 
stadium complex. 

If students pass the r^arendtnn, 
the complex proposal would be 
presented to President Jamea A. 
McCain for his approval 

McCain wouW offer the propooal 
^ to thfe buiWing committee of the 
Board of Regents and then to the 
Board of Regents, according to 
Chester Peters, vice preaidnit for 
student affairs. 

In essence, the building would 
not become a reality just because 
II passed a student vote. Paters 



said the Board of Regents would 
lave to look at tlie total planning 
situation before they would 
authorize a student fee Increaia to 
finance the building. 

THE REFERENDUM for the 
student recreational complex has 
been a long time coming. It had its 
beginnings under student body 
president Pat Bosco in the spring 
of 1971. At tUs time a Student 
Recreational Complex Com- 
mission was established to draw 
up a proposal for the tedUty. 

The commission conteacted 32 
architecture design students to 
draw up bulkfings plans. The 
students completed a 1 25-page 
complex proposal during the 1B71 
summer senlon. 

Hie student commission was 
also r^ponsible for establishing a 
stude^ fee inoease schedule to 
ibumce the building. 

lliey proposed if ttie complex 
proposal passed aU channels, 
student tuition would be ra ised $10 
per semester until the projected 
building completion date in IflT?. 

WHEN THE building is com- 
pleted, student fees would be 
raised an additional $10 per 
semester. This !20 assessment 
would continue until the SIKyear 
bonds are retired. 

Host of the four-year $10 per 



semester fee would be used to pi^ 
interest on the bonds. 

Out (tf the 30-year lao per 
semester fee, $15 would go toward 
retiring the bonds and $5 would 
cover operating expenses. 

The commission also recom- 
mended that a $5 operating fee 
aasessmnit be continued after tiie 
bonds are retired.

voted against a student 
referendum on the complex 
proposal. 

"I chucked my democratic 
ideals for a little practi(ality. I 
wanted to stop this thing before it 
got started.

Crosby Uiought the cost of the 
building was too high and he didn't 
thh* students woubl be willing to 
pay for it. 

"Why should we discourage 
smdents frwn attending K<State 
by adding to our increased tuition 
fees?" be said.

CROSBY FEARED a student 
referen<kim because "a large 
proportion of those uriiO'd vtrte 
would be those who were in favor 
of it," he said.

1S71. but it never came about.

Student fees have financed 
similar recreation facilities at 
Oklahoma State, Colorado and 
Iowa State Universities. 

"The facilities at Oklahoma 
State have been the real pride of 
the campus and students are 
quick to show olf this Iwilding 
first," he said. 

SUPPORT FOR the facilities at 
Purdue, Illinois and Washington 
Universities has been good, A 
towel count alone has shown there 
are from 1,200 to i,500 users daily, 
he said. 

The intramural department 
conducted a post card survey on 
last yMr's taibramural baaketi»U 
team managers to determine if 
they were in favcn* of a new 
complex. 

The department distributed 179 
post cards and had 71 returned. 
Basketball managers were to p<41 
their living groups and submit 
voting results.

Hop^ully Saturday, the longest war in hSttary «f 
the United States will end. 

Oar 10-year involvement will have cost more than 
tf,oeo AmeriM Uvea and ^^pnateatdy $m Uffion. 

AT THIS POINT, the monetary expense of our in- 
volvement is irrelevant. The point of concern is how our 
society and institutions allow us to participate in and 
support war. 

Accor^i^S to the "if-then" theory of reasoning, we 
should consider the question that IF our institutions are 
designed to allow us to become involved in a fiasco in 
Vietnam, THEN that institutional design will adversely 
affect decisions hi oHier arsas of society and politics. 

It is possible that if we were fid^ informed on policy 
determinates, we could hm circuiavented the scale of 
involvement in Vietnam by demanding retractton ef 
specifically, the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution. 

It is possible that because our elected decision-makers 
are not accessible, they are therefore not directly 
rie^fraasible for dedsiom imposed by eemmittem as a 
result of presidential request. 

Soon, Vietnam as a critical issue, will be reduced to a 
mere blemish in the character of the United States. 

WHAT ISSUE wiU talce its place? We should give 
considmble thou^t to this question before priorities 
are forced on us by congressional or presidential edict. 

Americans have failed, thus far, to conmiunicate with 
the government in relaying needs and prioritieB. In ef- 
fect, we have been told who needs what. 

By flatting a war we didn't need, we lost 10 years of 
social progress and 45,000 members of our generation. 
We made our institutions susceptible to various stimuli 
to which the resultant response is war.

To answer **yes** 
may be taken to indicate acceptance oi the 
presomptimi of the existoice of a mlUtary-industrial 
complex. To answer "don't know" to a cop-out. 

Several of the questions ask the student to indicate 
if be or she favors government spending programs 
that would directly benefit studoito. Tbese questions 
fail to ask whether the students want these programs 
if they will require greater dsflctt ^winding fa^ the 
Moral government 

While students undoubtly favor prcgrams which 
would increase the benefits of ^anto and loans, 
there may be a significant number who realize such 
spending may cause more of the inflation tliat has 
made education so expensive in the first place. 

ONE QUESTION indicates opposition to the effort 
to bring demoeracy lo VMaam, while anottMT 
quostten Indicates a desire to export democracy to 
Rhodesia and other anti -Communist, non- 
demomitic countries.

Having found toese 
elements admirably suited to his own brand of neo-realism, he 
heightened them to the point that some may 
dei^ la ninchingty efiaeUva.

Wall explains NCAA ruling

Controversy continues to grow over the damage done to 
the Tartan floor in Ahem Ftekl Houift <]iirii« Ssturday's 
Earl Scrug^ concert. 

By now,^ story bas been bto«ni so far out of fHrofMr- 
tion that nolmdy loiows what the ml fidi an. A sto^ 
the Associated Press Wednesday quoted Case Bonelnrake, 
Physical Plant director, as saybig the floor was "ex- 
tensively damaged" and that liquid and food ground into 
tilt aurfaee may render the floor beyond repair. 
Bonefarake latw critldied the Idea tf 'tivnlQg a boD^ 
freaks looae In the fieldhouse." Other news items and 
radio broadcasts were written in the same vein. 

But the next day Paul Young, vice president for 
IMversity developm^ issued a statement saying that 
the original damage reports were "groHiy eauggerated." 
He said damages to the court vrould be less than $100 and 
the cost of repairing the rest of the floor would be less than 
5400. Young countered Bonebrake's statement by refering 
to a law enforcement officer who praised K-State students 
lor dieir ordlHy bitavlar. 

WITH ALL die oonffieting reports, thm it much eon- 
fusion as to what the real facts are. We know that there 

were several cigarette bums on the surface, that plenty of 
liquids of various sorts were ipiiUed on the floor, and that 
one of the vaulting pits was torn and slightly burned. 

lliat was Sunday mcming. Four days later, bofwrnror, 
it's hard to see nt^iat all the clamor was about. I inspected 
the floor myself and found no gapng holes hi the floor, as 
rd expected to find. I did see plenty of stains on the floor, 
but I've also seen them after basketball games too. Ths 
dgarelte burns, wUeb sounded so devastating in n0Wi 
reports, turned out to be small daik marks on the floor, 
impossible to see from the bleachers. But dont tako my 
word for it, look for yourself Saturday night. 

My point here is not to defend those people who were 
reapootiUble I6r putting the burns on tiio floor. Tb^ 
doaid wrong to deliberately violate the no^moking rule in 
effect. One would hope that college students would have 
the maturity to obey the order without having to be told. 
4tf^ hard for student ushers to police their friends. And 
uniformed offlcers are not the aimer either; they would 
lunre ruined the mood of the ooncort. 

ALTHOUGH those people were wrong, that's not what 
bothers me most. What scares me more than a kid 
smoking a cigarette are those Purple Pnde die-hards who 
would advocate the use of Aheam Fiefd House for athletic 
purposes only. 

"Why take the chance of letting a bunch of long hairs 
ruin our beautiful floor?" they ask. But what they are 
really saying is, "Alieani is our toy and you can't play 
with it." 

What they should realize is that Aheam's value as a 

multi-purpose arena is immense. What could be a better 
spot for intramurals, convocations, and large indoor 
concerts especially with the additicm of the new floor. In 
the words of track coach DeLoss Dodds, "Vou can't nun 
the thing" but it can get very dhrty. The point is, it can get 
Just as mrty from a bunch of screaming baskeflmll fans as 
it can from screaming ooncerirgoers.

RP future depends 
on referendum vote

It's a cold winter morning at K- 
State in L985. A television camera 
scans the crowd gathered around 
a smddering heap of rubble east 
of the Unioa The camera focuses 
on a news comroentatw: 

"Last night a fire swept through 
Kedzie HaU, once the Student 
PttUkattoni buUdi^ hen. 

"FOR THE past six years 
Kedzie HaU tana been dtterted. 
The Coll^ian offices have been 
moved to a new building and the 
yearbook staff and equipmait 
have b^n completely distxinded 
due to student apathy and a lade ef 
funds to continue publication. 

"Earlier today firemen 
discovered the remalna of a 1973 
Royal Purple, the last yearbook 
published at K-State. I asked 
several shidents what the Royal 
Purple was and came up with 
answers ranging from 'a new 
deaacrr to 'the adminlstmtion.' It 
seems that quite a few people here 
have forgotten that the Royal 
Purpla was the name of tUs 
University's annual for 64 years." 

The fire, of course, is 
Imaginary, but the threat to the 
continuance of the Royal Purple is 
real. If the 1974 yearbook is not 
fkmdad on a aecure basis through 
Student Senate, there will be no 
yearbook, according to a Board of 
Student Pubikatksis ruHng laat 
luring. 



m ORDER to continue or 

discontinue the Royal Purple, 
students will vote on the yeariwdt 
referendum Feb. 7. The 
referendum asks if the Student 
activity fee line item for Student 
PubUcatians should be inoMied 
by 67 cents to |S to fintnee Ihe 
Royal Purple. 

If the referendum is paned, 
senate will automatically rein- 
state a line item for the Royal 
Purple, according to Stove

Beeauit of the severe cut in 



revenue, tiie 1972 RP was reduced 
frmn 580 pagee to 360. and the 
organizations section was omit- 
ted. After the staff had made these 
cuts, senate allocated another 
$8,000 for the liJ72 book. No funds 
were set aride lor ttie ivn book. 

Senate also voted to assume 
"any reasonable loai" incurred by 
the yearbook in the 1971-72 aehod 
year due to "tte inopportune 
timing of (he senate's decision to 
discontinue fundtaig." A mm 
figure was set it tte mmrtnwim 
0iarantee. 

IN SPIl^ of thr smaller book, 
the Associated Collegiate Presi 
rated ttie 1972 RP All-Ameriean. 

"This is the 37th consecutive

organizations $1 per head for each

More than 6,000 books were sold 
during registration, amounting to 
more than I4S.OO0. With $6,000 left 
over from the '72 RP, the '73 book 
was financed without the help of 
senate.

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Officials said these men were known to have 
been alive in Communist prison camps at some 
point during tbe war.

WASHINGTON ~ The Nixon administration 
Monday indicated it bad expected the flmrry ai 
fighting bi South Vietnam fiiat fidknrod tbe aigning 
of the cease-fire. 

"We're not surprised/' presidential press 
secretary Ronald Ziegler said in iCey Biscayne, 
Fla., when asked about reports of hundreds of 
initial ceaa^fire vitiations across Sooth Vietnam. 

Ziegler said he expects *'tbe paaee deal to be 
scrupulously adhered to." 

Privately, high U.S. officials said they had 
anticipated right akm that tlie 7 p.m. EST 
Sitaiday oeaae-^ womd not mean an immediato 
silencing of aU weapons in ttie scattered bidt- 
tlefronts throughout South Vietnam. 

But they said initial reports indicate that only 
small fighting actions are taking place. 

BRUSSELS. Belgium ^ Representatives of the 
United States, the Soviet Union and 17 of their 
allies have agreed to meet Wednesday in Vienna to 
try to work out a basis for cutting the armed forces 
o£ the East and West fachig oaeh othor hi tiw heart 
of Ehirope. 

The meeting may help focus the attention of 
President Nixon's administration on Europe, now 
that a cease-fire agreement has been signed in 
Vietnam. 

With the United States, which has over 300,000 
men in Europe, will come Canada, Britain, West 
Germany, Belgium, the Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg, Italy, Turkey and Greece. 

The Soviets are bringing East Germany, Poland, 
Hungary, C^hoslovidda, Bulgaria and Etomania, 
which often takes an independent line kom 
Moscow.

Asserting that "students today are engaged in 
plastic behavior at a fault of a plastic 
•Atcation," Robert ZMUner, pnfener cf Bi«llili 
at Ct^orado State University, told a mixed 
sampliQg a( 60 teachera and studeata last night 
that modem educatloiiil lyaleiiii iwed to be 
changed to reinforce natural talent. 

Zoeilner obtained national attention when an 
entire iiiue of "College Bi^Usli" was devoted to 
his essay. "Talk-Write: A Behavioral Pedagogy 
for CompoBition," in which be argued that the act 
of wriiliig eenatitiited Hwt^ ItNir and 
auggested that composition teachars compose 
themes in front of their classes to demonstrate 
proper wriuag 



"A TRADITIONAL iumaiiist says that there 
are two people — an outer self and the inner aeir, 

or the 'real me.' '* Zoeilner said "The behaviorlst 
takes only the person he can see seriously." 

Zoeilner died ttie ouOiniim of tHemei as an 
example in which teachers who follow a 
humanistic approach to education address 
themselves to an ideal, flr the '^taner self," and 
ignore reality. 



"What leaOy happens?'* he aslced. "Does a 
student make an ouffine and then write a ttieme? 

We know what faaf^ns — he goes home and 
writes a theme and then makes an outline to fit 
Hm alMn^ wriMai papv. 

"We need to take the external man seriously in 
edncatioB," ZoeOner said. **And ta dealing with 
students, that means starting where they are. 

"The traditional humanism wliich postulates 
an inner and an ouUff man la essentially antt- 
humanist. It tries to go behind the real llUBaa 
being that we can see and hear, he said. 

ZOEIXNER, who admitted that the behavioral 
approach to ctnnposition is not easily defined in 
tanns of quaUtntive results, said Ina question and 
answer session that simply getting students to 
write in quantity is an improvement over the 
pressnt systenti. 

"My eight-year-old son Is writing a one- 
paragraph novel," he said "But I think tie will 
become a pretty good writer evoitually." 

His son would be able to improve his writing at 
a later age, Zoeilner laid, since be was not now 
bebng inUblted firam writing. "Tbe revclntisn in 
education is about Uiese formulations."

Discrimination against foreign studaits seeking 
housing in Manhattan is decreasing. 

"We seem to have had less of a problem tUs 
seoMiter than before," Alton Bretell, foreign student 
adviser sakl, adding fliere were no reported cases of 
housing dlicrinilnation during the fall semester.

WASHINGTON — A mother who thought her son 
was kilted in ^^etaam and buried four years ago 
has learned he is still in a Communist prison call^l. 

The Pentagon announced Tuesday that the name 
of PFC. Ronald Ridgeway appeared on a prisoner 
o£ war list provided by North Vietnamese officials 
in Paris last Saturday. 

His mother, Mrs. Mildred lUdgeway, thought he 
was buried with eight other members of his patrol 
in Missouri. Reached in Houston, Mrs, Ridgeway 
said, "I always had a feeling my son would turn up 
alive." 

WASHINGTON — In an effort to control rising 
medical and hospital costs, President Nixon's new 
budget proposes legislation that boosts out-crf- 
pocket health expenses for more than 23 million 
Medicare beneficiaries. 

The changes, proposed to begin Jan. 1, 1974, 
would cost the nation's elderly and disabled an 
estimated $345 million the first half-year. 

The 23.1 million persons enrolled in the hospital 
insurance program under SmM. Security would 
pay the actual hospital room and board UUs the 
first day, and 10 per cent of the costs in fwie€eeding 
days. 

TOPEKA — Sen. Wint Winter, Ottawa 
Republican, disclosed Tuesday he expects the 
Senate Committee on Governmental 
Reorganization which be heads to introduce wifl^ 
a few days a bill to reorganiase the state Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare into a new DeptximmA d 
"Social Services." 

Winter's committee has been holding hearings 
on the proposed reorganizaticn of the Welfare 
Department, and Wa^ said a biU now is being 
drafted. 

CUSTER. S.D. — American Indian Movement 
national field director Dennis Banks has declared 
Custer as the focal point for a natkaud day (rf In- 
dian rights next Tuesday. 

Banks designated Feb. 6 as "A good day to die" 
and the date coincides with a preliminary hearing 
on a manslaughter charge in connection with the 
death <tf an IniMan ftm Hot Springs. 

Banks said "acts of murder against Indian 
citizens are receiving no response from the 
judicial systems of Nebraska or South Dakota/' 

KANSAS CITY — The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency has decided to aUow outstanding 
stocks of DDT to be used in 1973, despite a ban 
against the insecticide. 

Harold Alford, EPA special assistant from 
Washington, told more than 400 federal and state 
officials, pesticides manufacturers and farm 
owners that he has decided to allow the use of 
existing stocks of pesticide not used priir to the 
Dec. 31 ban.

K-STATE*S Department of Horticulture stuck its neck 
out with an idea last fall and came up with the country's 
first regulated program in borticiiltiire tlitrapy. 

TlMNigh the theory of horticulture therapy is liardly 
new, a group of K-State horticulture students have 
become ^e first collegiate practitioners of horticulture 
therapy as a means of guiding handicapped individuals 
back on the road to normally. 

Ihe stwtents, convinced tfey coidd sell the idea of 
horticulture therapy, began woridog last September 
with the reeidents of Manhattan's Couege WX Nursing 
home. 

Their work at the home has had everyone smiling, 
including the residents of CoOege HUl. 

BUT THE program now is in serious need of 
organization and funding, lest the badly needed work of 
these students and the future of horticulture therapy be 
cut short. 

The therapy program is soon to come before the 
horticulture faculty for accreditation as a regulated 
course of study. The horticulture students beUeve the 
accreditation, as well as funding, is essential to get the 
program on its feet and ke^ it effective. 

In light of recent cancellations of '*unproductive" 
academic programs at Kansas universities, it would 
seem that the K-State faculty would jump at the chance 
to support a program that is both producing results and 
benefiting the Manhattan conununity to boot. 

It is hoped the faculty will not miss that chance. 

The horticulture students involved with the work at 
College Hill are to be commended for their rffort and 
conviction. 

And since the country may be hearing great thing! 
from horticulture therapy someday, it will be nice to 
know it received its birth at K-State — an mqptiflnal 
university.

The unwanted baby plea is a 
cop^t, partlcuiarly when Chwe 
are plenty of people who are eager 
to adopt unwanted children, even 
pay for the medical ei peas es 
invdved. I suspect that more 
often than not, abortions don't 
serve to prevmt irreversible 
mental or physical damage, tnit 
rather serve to circumvent a 
IMiMem of mere Inconvenience 
for peisons not willing to be 
responsible for their actions, both 
pre and post cmc^tion. 

ONE POSSIBLE solution to the 
problem is for "unwanted" babies 
to be bom, raised in a foster home 
and remain unnamed. At the age 
of reason, they can be asked if 
they wish to be ab(Nrted and are 
then dtfao' disposed of or given a 
nanw and allowed to live. This 
avoids both He jwoUem of a 
mother raising an unwanted child 
and of performing an abortion 
without the aonteot of aB 
involved.

The "ktda** and the "flowen" ttet Fred lalki abcut 
refer to the horticulture ttierapy program at K-State. 

The idea is old; the practice is brand new. Hot- 
ticulture therapy is defined by K-StiWa horticulture 
department as helpli^ people achieve a better un- 
derstanding of tfaenuelves and of the world around 
ttiem throij^h (fas media of wofWng In borticuttural 
activities. The therapeutic value of worldngwithplanli 
has been aclcnowledged by prcrfessionals for a long 
time. 

\..Horf therapy has an appeal to 
thmm. It's an adult activity, 
not a dhiki'» gam*..,' 

"But it has never been manipulated into a regulated 
field," Richard Ma ttaon, jHrofessor of horticulhire, said. 
"Thw Ifs getthig Its Mr& at K^te.*' 

AND IT was given that birth quite accidoitaUy last 
fall by a small gnnqp of K-Stnle hortleultim students. 

"The hort club wanted a service project for the 
community and decided to try the nurshig home," Dan 
Nibladi, Junior in horticultiiFe, expltloed. *'8o we 
tallted to the people at College HlUaiid decided ta glva tt 
a swing. It went over 1^." 

Ntblack and tiro other horticulture students, Mona 
Dwork and Mary Mandeville, spearhead the bi-monthly 
trips to the nirsing home. The three toss around ideas 
and come up witih a project to present and teaeh to ttie 
i^ursing home residents. It may be a tidde |iiaoe 
arrangement, a corsage or a terra rium. 

Then they meet with Oie rest of the student volunteers 
and explain the id^. Great care is talcen that all par- 
ticipants tcnow exactly vrhat is going on and liow to 
explain it to the College Hill residenti. 

NiBLACK SAID the program soon will beset up to let 
each student take a turn deciding a project, givhig them 
a greater involvement with the program. 

"We don't have any funds," Niblack said, "But ttie 
hort club is beginning to support the program more 
now. We think they wm start siipii^riBg III wUii ftnidi 
and materiab soon." 

But for now, the borttcultuni students go out to Tutde 
Creek to gather the plants they need. Otfair material 
are bwgbt with their own mnwy.

others depend on canes or an assisting arm from one of 
the aides. All wear big. flower-shaped nana lags wHh 
their names written in bold letters. 

Mona cracks a few jokes with the women, teases with 
the men, then begins. 

"All right, everyone, like we promised you last time, 
today we're going to make Christmas corsages. Fred's 
getting itchy to get started because he sajn he^a iOt 
orders for eight of them already." 

After the proc^ure is explained, each student takes 
four or five residente with fafen to a 
tahle for the w<vk 



THE EUiraftLYftm^ clumsily with hands crippled 
or stiffened from time and arthritis.

HORTICULTURE THERAPY is in a nascent phase at 
Kfitote, not to menttoa the coiaitry. 

But already K-State has allied its program vAfh the 
Menninger FoundaUoo of Topeka. The curricuhim is 
devised so that the student completes three and a half 
yean of work at K-State in addition to six months of 
n^iervised training at the Menninger Foundatioa. For 
this work the student earns IS credit hours toward Ms 
degree. K-State new hu iCur studeato at dm Foun- 
datton. 

'HwHmlfurm fheropy fs fust 
sprouting as an applied field of 
study and practice. ' 

The program emidiasbes hortictiltiireni sdenoes, 
infused with a background of pcycfadogy, MCfadogy and 
related social sciences. 

Bonald Campbell, head of the Department of Hor- 
ticulture, described the program as "the first un- 
dergraduate program in the nation as far as we know." 

"The program is new and does not yet have strong 
backing." Mattson noted. "It needs exposure. But it's 
growing. And as time goes on we will get money and 
backing — ttiere's no qnsstton i^out f^V* 

PROBABLY THE most significant element about K- 
State's pioneer [rogram will be the exposure of ttn far- 
reaching possibilities of horticulture therqqr. 

Horticulture therapists can be used to woik with the 
emotionally m, physically iU, retarded, aging, the 
handicapped and those in correcdooal Institutions. 

"Penal institutions, psychiatric boa|>itals, retardation 
centers are aU beginning to htra hortkultare 
therapists," Mattson said. 

"For example, a prison may hire a hort therapist to 
set up and run a greenhouse in the prism. He would 
teach the inmates how to grow and care far the 
greenhouse and the plants. This would give than 
something poelttve to learo and something cflnstnidtva 
topunuewhen they leave the prison," he eiplifaiid. 

"ANYONE CAN work with planto, weigh fertUlaer, 

weed f I ewers," Niblack said. "With plants a person gete 
feedback — a reward that he might not get from lear- 
ning to reed or write. A retarded person ndght not 
understand what he is reading, but he can enjoy nu^ 
turing tlie plants. It involves and rewards Urn." 

Hortlcultire therapy is just sprouting as an anilied 
field of study and practice. But the hortieidtureatildeate 
at K-State will testify to its potential. 

"If we can sdl it here, we can sell it aiqrwhere," 
Nttda^ renaikid.

"By far the most important reason behind the Ucanae 
increase is the support of Project SASNAK. The ob- 
jectives of tills project are valid reasons for increasing the 
fees beeauaa th^ wHl improve the quality and quantity of 
hmm$ mad mtdm to KuiHtt,*' ba aaidL 

SASNAK is a five-point program to accomplish the 
following goals : X>ouble the talce to upland game on public 
hnntiiig lands; start a program to help private landowners 
develop habitat on their land; increase the take of game 
fish by 50 per cent; implement a firearms safety course 
for Kansas youth and estabUab a modem courtesy water 
patrol. 

If SASNAK is adopted without the proposed license 
inonease, projections indicate the prograia would he able 
teopm^ fior about Ifarae fmn wifiMiit adrttHnwal fun- 

II Uoense fees are increased, adequate funding should 
be avaflable until 1961, according to commission data. 

PROPOSED PRICES for residait licenses are . hunting, 
$6; fishing, $5; combination hunting and fiabing, |U; deer 
permits, $5; and trapping permits, $3. 

Boat registration \dll be $8 for three years and boat 
dealer regbtration will be ISO for three years. 

Noo-resident fees hiclude: hunting, 125; aeaaon fidiing, 
$10, and 10-day fishing,$5. 

The upland game bird stamp and the non-resident one- 
day fishing permit will be abolished. 

According to cmnmission data, Kansas fees currently 
are among the lowest in the country. For examine, boat 
registrations cost only three doUan for Ihree years at the 
present time. 

EAST the lOnissippi River, states average about 
19.50 for a Ihreei^ pmnit. West the Mississippi, 
states average more than $8. Wettersten said the $9, three- 
year registration sought by the commiaaifln will be right 
in line with these rates. 

Kansans have had hunting and fishing at bargain- 
basement prices for years. Now the time has come to 
hicrease the fees or see our hunting and fishing decline to 
bargain-basement quality. 

The last fee increase was 13 years ago. Since that time, 
the costs of operating the commission has increased. 

SINCE THE commission is not supported through 
general tax funds, the fee Increase is vital to the SASNAK 
program. The commission has enough money to operate 
SASNAK for about three years without the increase. The 
money hrom the license increase wiU not be available 
until July 1975. If the money is to be avaUable when It is 
needed, fees must be increased now 

Without the license fee increase, SASNAK yiM have to 
be curtailed or eliminated. 

''This can only hinder the Forestry, Fish and Game 
Commission's performance for the sportsman," Wet- 
tersten said. 

"WITH AT least one out of every four Kansas men, 
women and cliildren taking to fidid and stream, the 
commission owes it to the state to maintain and provide 
even better fish and wiMUfe resources. This makes Ihe 
heme fee hicrease a vital neoesai^," he said.

Apollo 1 7 astronaut 
honored in Topeka

Topeka— Astronaut Ron Evans 
said Tuesday man has developed 
the capability to live oo other 
planets and to explore the 
imiverse. "We can go anywhere 
we want in the universe, ' ' he said. 
»AU we need is the desiro.** 

Evans, a native Topekan, ad- 
drasied a joint session of the 
Kansas legislature here. This Is 
his first visit to the state since his 
ApoUo 17 flight to the moon in 
Decen^r. 

Evans said U.S. space missions 
have resulted in important 
technological advances "that 
have givoi us more information 
about our earth." He expressed 
the hope that tfits information 
"will help us Ifarn to harvt'ijt the 
sun and thus to save our many 
natural resoiuves." He said in- 
formation gained from the moon 
can he^ trace the evolutton of this 
planet 

IN HIS speech and in an earlio- 
press conference, Evans 
described his feelings and ex- 
pertences as a member of the 
Apollo crew. He said the zero 
gravity Is "a great feeling." 

As command pilot of the flight, 
be circled the moon but didn't set 
foot on it. He said he wouU have 
liked to walk on the moon, but was 
proud just to be a part oi the 
mission. He abo expressid bis 
pride at being an AnwrlGan md a 
Kansaa 

The astKHiaut said going to the 
moan meant accomplishment of a 
gold in life for him. He said he has 
not set his next goal, but is open to 
different possibUities. He added 
he would like to participate in the 
space program's rendezvous in 
space of a Russian lab and an 
American spacecraft, planned for 
1975. He expressed tbe hope that 
be ntigbt be able to work on the 
design for it or possibly be a 
member of the badi-upcrew. The 
primary crew, announced 
Tuesday in Houston, will be 
Donald Slaytm, Thomas Stafford 
and Vance Brand. 

Evans defended the decision to 
end missions to the moon for the 
preoant tbne. He said money that 
could have been used for two more 
fUghts will instead be used for 
research and development "We 
must get started with new ex- 
ploraUons and advances," he

Holding his first 
ference in nearly four mondis, the 
chief executive said the intricate 
agreement si^ied Saturday in 
Paris can bring peace "in In- 
dochina for a v«ry toof period ot 
time." 

BUT HK SAID the once-warring 
parties need "incentives to 
peace."

Battlefield reports reaching Saigon said North Vietnamese troops 
ovwran South Vietnamese marine positions re-established Just before 
the cease-fire four miles bekrw the demUitariied aone. About M nartaM 
were reported killed, wounded or missing. 

VICE PRESIDENT Spiro Agnew wound up two days of conferences in 
Saigon with Thieu and other top SouOi Vietnamese officials on postwar 
tec hnical and fmancial aid to SoiUh Vietnam. He is leaving Thursday for 
Cambodia, his second stop on a 8even>natton Asian tour that also wUl 
talce him to Thailand, Laos, Singapore, Indonesia and Malayida. 

The International Commission of Control and Supervision, already 
behind schedule in getting observer teams into the field, sent delegates 
to meet with the four-party Joint MiUtary Commissian, wother 
peacekeeping gfoap, to obtain transportation, communications and 
security for re^onal operatims.

But when I realize that for 110 years maiqr people in 
Kansas have supported 49 per cent of the cost of this 
University and many have received little diiect benefit, I 
wonder if I'm being fair. 




You are a consumer 



TRUE, thousands have benefited, not only by sending 
Oieir children for an educatton but tlirotigb reaeerdi in 
agriculture and other areas. 

But there must be nearly as many who have never 
used the University directly ; some have never even seen 
it. And they pay year after year, not just four years — 
without even a refereodum, yet. 

In addition to paying for alnoost half of the cost of the 
school, they are burdened with another load from out-of- 
state students who, although they pay fees much higher 
than Kansas residents, stiUfall about 25 per cent short of 
payuig for the cost of their own scfaooUog. 

in other words, the Kansas taxpayer Is subsidizing 
Kansas students 49 per cent and out-of-state students 
about 25 per cent. The total budget for all state schools is 
$1S8 million. 

SO I asked myself: If taxpayers are willing to support

If you order a product ttiat does 

not live up to expectations or get 
hoodwinkded by a door-to-door 
salesman, what should you do? II 
you receive merchandise which is 
broken or defective, what should

Stqi|MMe you tmy a clock-radio 
at a discount house. When you get 
it home you discover that it is 
defective. You return it to the 
store where a eterk informs you 
that you cannot exchange your 
radio because the store does not 
have any more clock-radios tike 
the one you bcHight and the store 
cannot r^nir yow ntdto. 

The ckak suggests you maU tbe 
radio to the manufacturer. You 
decide not to mail the radio 
because it would take too long to 
get it back. You ask for a cash 
refund to so that you can buy 
mother radio etoewhere. The 
store refuses to make a cash 
refund. You have reached an 
apparent inqwne with tiie stoi«. 

What reeourse do you have?

FOR STARTERS, A portion of the tennis courts are still 
not equipped lor nighttiiiie play. Tbls ii khid of b«di 
oooiidering the congtrnction of the courts was completed 

in 1970. This problem in effect makes use of the whole 
facility impossible for a certain amount of time. This 
presents a problem for students because other than the 
weefcenda, die only free time to maiw use of llie coi^ 
in the eveidngs after dasses. 

This brings me to my next gripe, which concerns the use 
of the area by physical education classes. True, the 
members of these classes, being students, have a right to 
use the courts tmit I think with some limitaftfa»B. One too 
many times I haw been out playing with frteads at the 
handball courts, and a phys ed instructor informs us that 
we have to vacate the court for his class. This tends to 
make me mad, especially when there happens to be other 
courts available. It also strikes me as odd, that the phys 
ed department can throw so much weight around on wluit 
ii siippose<fly (as far as I know) a student recreation 
complex. Ev«i though it is now being said that the 
proposed complex will t>e free, of this problem, I'd have to 
see it to believe it. 

Drainage on both the handball and temds courts is 
probably one of the biggest problems. Every time it rains 
or snows, a minimum of a day and a half is lost to inac- 
tivity because water is left standing in big pools on the 
courts. Even when the snow is removed, it is impossible to 
.get it aU off widiout some of it melting and forming pools. 
So, there it will sit until either the sun and wind dry it up or 
some student helps the process along by trying to brush 
off as much excess water as possible. I realize that it is 
impossible to have good drainage when the courts have to 
be so level. However, I don't see any reason v^y someone 
cannot try as part of the custodial services, to keep the 
courts as free of water as possible. By doing this, it would 
probably cut in half the time the courts would be 
unuseable. 

ALONG THIS SAME line, I think something should be 
done about the parlung lot and the area surrounding the 
handball courts. Every time there is any type of moisture, 
these two areas turn into mudholes. From the time you 
leave your car until you finally reach concr^, you are 
sloshing around in mud. 

It may not seem important whether or not you get your 
shoes muddy until you start playing. If you fail to get all 
the mud off the bottom of your shoes, you stand a chance 
of slipping while playing and injury ing an ankle or a knee. 
I know , because it has happened to me and I have seen it 
also happen to other people. 

The other main point that I think is wrong, is that if this 
referendum is passed, each student would have to share 
the cost of it, I feel that anyone who is not going to use the 
complex should not have to pay for it. Let's face it, with 
tuition going next year, the extra $10 per student 
tacked on top would more than likely prove to be quite a 
financial burden for some students. With the price going 
up to $20 a semester after construction is completed, this 
would be strapping mcoming studmts with somellilng 
they never got a voice in. 

Undoubtefiy building material costs will rise during the 
period of construction, adding to the final cost -of the 
complex. So in all probabiUty, the final cost will be 
somewhat above (he $4.7 million estimate. This would be 
in further danger of cUnd^ higher because labor 4!0st8 
must beeonsldered. 

THE ONLY ALTERNATIVE I can see to the proposed 
complex is a scaled down plan. What I mean is buildUig a 
group of handball, tennis and basketball courts dhnectly 
->-west of the present site. I list only these three because 
' they appear to be the sports that carry the heaviest load. 
Fortunately, football and softball seem to have enough 
room to get along for now. I thmk that for a kit less money, 
these courts could be provkled and be wdl lit. 

These pohits I have brought out have made me switch 
my opinion on a subject which seemed at first to be a good 
idea. 1 hope this will provoke some thought among you, 
the student, before you vote on Feb. 7.

The ncn -exploitive sexual at- 
titude Is a newer theory of sexual 
relations.

PEOPLE HOLDING the DOD- 
exploitive attitude «iter into a 
sexual relation only if they know 
thai the other partner is not ex- 
pecting sometiiing different in 
return such as love fir an in- 
vitation, to marry. 

Jurich goes further in his 
deduction of sexual attitudes of K- 
Staters. He can break the 
University into its colleges and 
aarrow flie range of attitudes a 
student could hold by knowing 
vMch coU^e tie enrolled in. 

The eotteges with a large 
number of students and diversity, 
the College of Arts and Sciences 
and the College of Home 
Ecammiics, will be more likely to 
produce students with a sex-with- 
■ffeetton attittide. 

Hie Graduate School, which in 
gnieral has studenU with a hi|^ 
levd of cognitive development, 
will tend toward the non- 
exploitive sexual attitude, Jurich 
said. 

THE MORE pracUcaJ coU^es, 
the College of Engineering, 
College of Veterinary Medicine, 
and the CoUege ol Agriculture, 
produce students with a slightly 
lower cognitive development 
levd, Jurich said. More of these 
students tend to hold the 
traditional sex attitude and less of 
them will hold the sex-witb- 
affection viewpoint, he said. 

"I'm not too familiar with Oie 
College of Architecture," Jurich 
said. "1 don't know if it em- 
phasizes the practical or 
theoretical aspects. But I have a

The data for Jurich's disser- 
tatlMl wm collected in 35^ 
minute personal interviews he had 
with 180 students from eight 
selected coUegeehillMrVatfcaBd 
Pennsylvania. 

Students were arbitrarily 
selected for the interviews with 
half of the number interviewed 
from each sdiool bong males and 



EACH COLLEGE was selected 
brcause it fit into one of ttie eight 
categories Jurich wanted to 
compare. The eight colleges in- 
cluded one large, roral sectarian 
college, one large, rural non- 
sectarian college, one small, rural 
•ectarian college, om nmaU, rural 
non-sectarian college and four 
urban colleges fittiog into those 
same categortes. 

All religious colleges were 
Catholic to keep a constant in the 
studjr. 

The first step in each interview 
was to determine the student's 
cognitive devdopment level from 
Kohlberg'i level of eognttiv* 
development test. 

For this test Jurich would 
describe a situation and then ask 
the students questions about it. An 
example would be Jurich 
describing a woman doomed to die 
who was in extreme pain and 
asked, "Sboidd the dodor pr«e- 
tiee tmthiimtlftT"

attitude questions in this manoer. 

Two hidtpendent Jndgee 
listened to the taped interviews 
aiul ranked each atndent into one 
of Kohlbcrg's Ax cognitive 
developmental levels. On 
Koblberg's scale the loirast level 
is one and the highest level is six. 

The r^tionahip Jurich found 
between cognitive development 
and senal attltadea revealed one 
idea contrary to {M-evious belief. 

".It was bdieved that the fhm asK 
was associated with the Ubmd or 
radical students at a univerrity," 
Jurich said "Most of (he mdfeals 
have a high cognitive develop- 
ment level. I found out it was 
students widi the low oognlttve 
levd, rather than those whh more 
cognitive sophisticatioa ivlto Md 
the fuiHex attUude." 

UtADmONAL AND double- 
Standard attitudes were also held 
by the etudeati wttti ttw lower 
cognitive devehnimewtri levels. 

Tile largest nuuAer of people 
had a hi0i cognlthre level and 
favored sex-witb-affectlon. 

Only 34 students interviewed 
held the oon-exploitive sex idea. 
These students had the highest 
levd of cognitive development of 
all students interviewed with the 
exemption of one level six student 
who fell into the aeat'WUfa-aftectton 
category.

"Fir too mtngr t§- 
fidals ai« Mng eliaufliurad around." 

HAMILTON NOTED that the State Departmant provide 
chauffeurs and autos for only six of its members, none of whom 
are at the assistant secretary level. The Pentagon, by comparisoo, 
drim » aMiatant saeialaritB freei tMr bflOMt to work uid baA 

According to Deputy Asst Defense Secretary D. 0. Cooke, the 52 
eliglbto for the free rides bichide Gen. Lewis Hershey, the f (rmer 
Selective Service head who is now a special assistant to the 
President for manpower and mobilizatlan; Robert Berry, Army 
general counael; and Carl Walske, ehairmaii el the ndUtary 
liaison committee to the Atomic Energy Commissloo. 

The Pentagon Motor Pool oporates oo a 24-hour baaia and has 45 
sedans available for offtdal InwipartatiMi from 7:30 a.in. to 4 
p.m., 22 lodani from 4 p.m. to midnight and ii sedaoi Iran 
midnifbt to7:10 a.m., Cooke said in a letter to HamUton. 

IN ADDITION, the Army and Air Force maintain a total of 42 
helicopters which can be used to transport k^ personnel, Cooke 
stated. The primary mission of tint hdieoptera is to evacuate key 
personnel in the event of an emergency, he added. 

Declaring that "other departmenta don't do it," Hamilton said 
he hoped the Pentagon would on Ita own Initlallve reduce the 
numlHsr of persons eligible for rides from their homes to work.

But in any event, a true end to 
die fighting "depeiids in part on 
ttie Vietnamese and in part" on 
outside ioTces, Kissinger said. 

When Kalb aakcd the 
presidential adviser about the 
American commitment to the 
Saiton government, Kissinger 
answered that any future military 
assistance is defined by the terms 
of tfaeagreMoeitf and in Fdatton to 
the . military situation. 

AS TO SOUTH Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu's 
.statemeirt ttlit he would not ask 
for reintroduction of American 
ground troops if fighting broke 
out, but would expect U.S. air 
power, Kissinger said: 

"It is legally correct that we 
have the r^t to do sa ... it 
depends on the extent of the 
challenge, the nature of the 
threat" 

But he empliasized it would be 
unwise for any responsible 
American offtciat to "provide a 
checklist" of what the United 
States might or might not doi

THE FIGHTING wilt continue t)ecau8e the 
communists have not abandoned that objective. 
Any one who tias ever thought the United States could 
"end the war*' without destroying the North is 
purpoeely unaware tiiat the commuiusts have no 
intentions in the South except cenquett 

It is disgusting that so many have compared 
America's actitms to those of Hitler, while ignoring 
the bailNuity of the Viet Cong. 

Only a raving John Bircher would charge that all 
who have made that comparison are communist 
agrats, but ttie Soviet propaganda authors coukl 
supp^thetCKtieriUGlispMdMa, Biiy w o uld cha n g a 
little.

THE CEASE-FIRE has been in effect only five 
days. Alreac^ the communists have demonstrated 
the intention and ability to prevent the Intematiooal 
CcKitrol Commission frran enforcing the terms. 

The South Vietnamese govermnerat reports it has 
captured documents c<Hitaining instructions to the 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese armies to 
disregard the cease-fire. Rather, they are ordered to 
CQAtinue efirarive operatiflDB. 

Whether one accepts these reports as true or not, it 
cannot be denied that ccnnmunist forces control 
ar^ which were not in its control Sunday. 
President Tbieu certainly did not invite them to 

move in. 

All American pray that by some miracle the 
cease-fire will work and end the kiUing altogether, 
But all Americans are tired. The national spirit is 
fatigued by a war that seems to have no end. We 
seem ready to wait for miracles and forget the 
reason why ttiewar begui bi flieflrsti^ea. 

THE GOAL of Vietnamese communists is no 
different than the goal of communist parUea 
throughout the world. It is to overthrow noo- 
communist governments by whatever means are 
avalMble to ttmiL Ttet gixd is still the same. 

The North Vietnamese are a patioit and deter- 
mined people. Tbey out-fought the French. They 
have not been unable to out-fight the Amertoam, but 
they are willing to try out-waiting us.

Ramon of a recent outbreak U lice iaf estatiom are just that — 
nunon — even thougli nporte have been Imied bf • ikng com- 
pany claiming a SOO per cent Increase in the (nriainin cC hmA, 
body and crab lice in the last fliree years. 

During the 1971-72 school year, Lafene Student Health Center 
reported 47 cases of crab Uce. Solv liii aeboslyair, there have 
bean only le cases reported. 

MODE JOHNSON, adminif trative officer of student liealtfa, aald 
ttie last outbrealc reported was when the center was requaitad to 
spray a shower and restroom ina dormitory last year. 

"I don't think there is a signUfcant problem," he said 

William Oeam, administrator of the Riley County Board of 
Health, said, "We have no indication of an outbreak. We only have 
a few cases reported each year." 

The presence of lice on a person's body will be marked by in- 
tense itching and tiny bite marks on the sJun. The iice themselves 
are difficult to spot due to their small size. 

Apart from itching and possible secondary infection of irritated 
skin, head and crab lice are not dangerous. Body lice, however, 
have been known to carry typhus, trench fever And reclining fever. 
According to Johnson, these diseases are rare in the United Statet. 

. , SfANY MYIIIS exist about lice, espedally the variety referred 
to as "crabsy Some people believe that sexual contact to 
necessary to transmit the lice from om host to another, 

"Lice are known to inhabit clothes and bed clothes for short 
periods of time and may be transmitted fai tUs way." Johnaoii 
said. So, for instance, if your roommate is infected and lie itoris 
iiis dirty laundry with yours, you could get infected. 

Another of the myttis is tiiat lice are confined to prostitutes, 
vagrants, armies in the field and unclean persons. Someone is 
reported to have said, "A louse I used to know tokl me millionaire 
and bums tasted about aUie to Um." 

**Many people believe they can only get Uce through conteet with 
an unclean person. If the host is clean uid infested with lice^ he can 
pass them along," Johnson said. 

Johnson stressed if a person is in need of treatment he should not 
be afraid because of pui^city. "Names will be k^t confidaitial," 
he said.

Th»e wholesale 
prilet are a goaranteed inrioe and are ctttblialied by 
the wholesaler 

Another factor regulates the wholesale value of the 
boA — how recently It was printed, Don iraes, 
manager of the Union Book Store explained. An 
older book will generally have a lower resale value 
^^^i • book of « newer printtog. 

MANY STUDENTS argue their used book is worth 
mvm ttun they receive during btty-back. However, 
the bookstores don't always know fw certain if an 
instructor will use the same t>ook again. In this case 
the store will revert to the whototater^s prtee.

Tbougb there 
m navcr any dottbt Itaat ibe «oiM ring, tee It now iM doiM tte^ 
ein act as well, 

Diana Roas' flexibiUty as an actress is matdied only by the sheer 
pUabmty fl< Iwr faec — a llMe that is at tnrm frail and itroiig, a gaunt 

youth's or a puffy heroine addict's, ebullient or agonized. 

In aU ber fraUty as a culturally entrapped youth working in cathouses 
from tte tbne die's 14, and later as a brack-marked adittct, she elicits 
complete sympathy.

"Sweet Sweetback s 
Baadassss Song" 

"Sweet Sweetback 's Baadasssss Song" was the first feature length 
fltan ever directed by a Black. Thank god it wasn't the last. In tliis one 
Melvin Va n Peebles not only directed it, but he also starred in it, wrote it, 
and edited the footage. No matter how remarkable this monumental job 
must have been, and in spite of the historical importance of the film, 
"Sweet Sweetback" is a real bomb as a piece of art. 

Sometimes one senses, however, that the film was not meant as a piece 
of art, but as a propagandistic bract for Black unity. Certainly there's 
nothing wrong with this purpose, but Van Peebles apparently forgot that 
arttess propaganda is about as dangerous as a sudfed ratflMnaka. It 
appears to be coiled, but you know it won't bite 

"...For the duration of the film, Sweetback is 
pursued by car, heiicopter, and on foot. ..and 
by the dumbest police force south of Son 
Bemadlno. .,Jhese cops wouldn't be good 
opponents In a septuagenarian sackrace/' 

Sweet Sweetback is sort of that way too. A whore house stud, he is 
provolud into mauling two copA with the very bandcidb he is wearing in 
their custody — a little symbolism to titillate the masses' dozing in- 
tellect. For the duration of the film, Sweetback is pursued by car, 
helicopter, and on foot . . . and by the dumbest police force south itf San 
Bemadino. They are so incompetent that that's no danger of S we et fa adt 
getting cau^t, and therefore no suspense. And, of course, to create a 
hero as Peebles is attempting to do, one must match him with worthy 
apponexH^. But these cops wouldn't be good oi^iMnents hi a sep- 
tuagenarian sackrace. 

As a matter of fact, the manhunt that consumes most of the film's 
content is about as interesting as just such a race. Hie trick camera 
worit — multicdor negative [M-ints, odd angles, and tote Of jouncfaig — 
gets tedious. Only a fair soundtrack and a couple of good monologues 
(one by a pimp and the other by a jive preacher) keep the audience 



Ibe acting is just as amateurish as the rest, and the excellent one-liner 
spots by members of the Black community only serve to emphasize the 
acters' inability. The su-ong, silent types, Sweetbadi has only idMNl 
lbreeUase,"Fiick."

Coming on the heels of their diaasterous 'Live at the Paramount" 
albam, one weidd hoiw that "ArtUldal Pnradtoe" woidd redeem the 

reputation of the Gums Who. But the newly released record only con- 
firms the medloerfty that has characterized the group for die last two 
years. 

Most of the songs on the album attempt to capture the qtirit that 
popularized "American Woman," their Top 40 hit. Tbey are kwd and 
fast, controlled by the scream-sfaig of Burton Cummings. But tiie final 
iwoduct is merely a pantomime of tiieir earlier success.

"Hie hopes and dreams of college footbaU players 
around the country were either fulfilled or shattered by 
tttereemt INTO foottwU draft. Some nude tt, mow dldDt. 
Some complained that they should have bem cfaoten 
higher on Uie list, while others were happy just to get a 
telephone call informing tbem tbey had been selected by a 
pro team. 

But in Wildcat land, the telej^ones rang only two 
players, quarterback Dennis Mmrison and receiver Rick 
Fe^erson. The fact that only two Wildcat seniorB were 
dniiled vmy come m a bknw to many Purple Pride siqh 
porters who had speculated that as many aafonr or five K- 
Staters would go to the pros. 

ASDKAPPOINTINGas It may have been to the fans, it 
was even more disappointing to the fdayers UiemaelveB. 
John Goerger and Joe Brandt were two Wildcats expected 
to move on to the pros, but neither was selected. Ron 
Coppenbarger was another. 

But Coppenbarger is not as concerned about not being 

picked as some other players might be. In fact, the safety 
from Lawton, Okla. says he feels it might be to his ad- 
vantage not to have been picked in the draft. 

"At first I was hurt and disappointed," he said. "I 
thought about all the work I had done in the past, wdhow 
nothing would come out of it." 

Coppenbarger received word that he had not been 

chosen from the Pittsburgh Steelers, who told him they 
were still interested in him. It was then that be began to 
realize the potential of being a free agent. 



**AFTER THE tenth found, a player has no bargaining 
power," Coppenbarger noted. "At that point they're 
forced into a set contract." The salary figure can get no 
higher than $15,000, according to Coppenbarger. 

* 'But as a free agent, I can ta Ik with various teams and 
they'll have to pay my price," he continued, adding that 
he had aUready talked to several interested teams, but 
noting he would rather not say which ones. One team in 
Canada had offered more than set $15,000 figure. 

"After I looked at the way things stacked up, I can say 
now that I'm kind of glad I wasn't drafted. I've got more 
bargaining power than those guys picked in the late 
rounds. At least I'm happy tonis^, wlii^ is more than I 
could say for last night." 

COPPENBARGER THOUGHT the reason K-State did 
not fare well in the draft was because of the team's 1973 
record. 'The scouts looked at tlie teems at the top, 
figuring they must have some good players," he said. 
' *But being in the ceBar, well, they just didn't look at us 



Althou^ he aeons optimistic about his chances of 
making it in the pro ranks, Coppenbarger believes his 
world will not come to an end if he doesn't. A business 
administration major, he noted be has other job op- 
portuniti^. 

"Football opens things up," he said. "I've met a lot of 
good people from traveUqg around the state, and they 
could help."

Methods of funding the proposed 
recreation complex were 
discuss^ by proponents and 
opponento Of 0ie complex In a 
broadcast debate last night. 

Questions pbooed to KSDB-FM 
vnm answered by a panel com- 
posed of Don Rose, director of 
intramurals and recreation; Ray 
Robel, assistant director of in- 
tramurals and recreation; Ernie 
Barren, athletic director; Paul, 
Young, vice president for 
University development; and 
Mike Crosby, hflldovir arte and 
sciences senator. 
^iJI^THE UNIVERSITV IS con- 
oerned about the total life of the 
student," Young said.

WASHINGTON — The Democratic-controlled 

Congress begins formal consideration of tax 
reform, today, which the party's candidates used 
as a major issue in the 1972 campaign. 

The House Ways and Means Conunittee opens 
hearings that are expected to last about eight 
weeks and cover every aspect of the Internal 
Revenue Code. The last major review was in 1969. 

The was no advance outline of the kind of bill the 
committee may eventually produce, but Chairman 
Wilbur Mills, Aritansas Democrat, has put a 
damper on hopes for a general tax cut. He has also 
belittied some reformers' estimates that the 
government could pick up large revenue increases 
by closing what they call loopholes. 

TEL AVIV — Israel has develofied a high-speed,

When is a vote NO a vote YES? 
The referendum on the 
recTMUoiu] complex needs a cme- 
third student body vote to be valid. 
According to Kurt LlndaU, 
elections coordinator, 4,l|i 
students are one- third of the K- 
State enroUment 

This does not mean that, 4,206 
YES votes are needed. The 
compkat proposal can pass bf a 
simply majority if 4,266 votes are 
cast chiring Wednesday's election. 

In figures, if 2.134 students vote 
YES and 2,132 students vote NO, 
the proposal still will past. In this 
ineCanee, one-sixth of the student 
body oin raise fees f<x- the other 
five-sixths for the next 30 years to 
come. 

Were the 2,132 NO votes in this 
hypothetical instance truly 
registered as the voters intended? 
Not really. As a matter of fact, 
those No votes helped push the 
YES vote total to victory. Without 
them, the rrfenodum ««nld htfe 
failed. 

AdvoeatM of the recreation 
complex are well aware of this 
paradox. They also are aware of 
ttie need to kaq> It a secret How 
many timee was it mentioned In 
the pro-complex meetings that if 
you didn*t like the idea of the 
complex, your decision to vote NO 
would be better registered as no 
vote at all? 

Extending this farce a bit 
further, assume that 4,265 
' students vote for the complex and 
one student votes against it, 
giving the needed one-thrid 
Student body vote. Did his NO 
vote, his intention to defeat the 
complex, realty count? Figure it 
^ out yourself. 

While adding that a tribunal 
dicision probably would be needed 
to be absolutely certain, Lindahl 
ttelieves that only the votes cast on 
the complex proposal can com- 
prise the needed 4,266 votes. Votes 
for SGA office shouldn't be 
counted towards legalizing the 
conii^ex tally. 

This pnsents an interesting 
proUent Sboidd a student in- 
terested in defeating the fffHimitrt 
cast a vote or not? 

Past student elections have 
rarely registered more tlian 4,000 
student votes. No one knows tar 
certain, but the 1973 student 
elections probably sbould foUow 
precedent. 

tt you are in favor vi the 
recreation complex, "Get out and 
vote!" as the complex proponents 
tell you. That is, if you are in favor 
of tMr inoposal. 
But if you don't think they will 
^ <get 4,266 votes without counting 
^ your NO vote, ttno don't vote at 
all. 

When is a vote NO a vote YES? 
Now jpou know.

"I don't worry about It (die contract), pmmaUy, but it 
does give some security to my as^itaiit eeadies and ttie 
athletes we recruit." 

What will it take for K-State to win? 

''I've got to get my mental toughness back/' Gibson 
said. "And to do that it means I have to wack night and 
day so we won't be embarraised again. I don't want 
another 'last year.' " 

Gibson said he is going to noake his players and coaches 
work harder than ever. 

We try to go the easy way last year, eimialned the bead 
man, but we tost that mental and physical tnntfmwis. How 
we have got to get it back. 

Gibson noted that there wiU changes in the K-State style 
of play. 

"We are going to go with the *veer* (^ense, which Is a 
running game, and stress the fundemoitals of football." 

K-8tate's defense will also be revamped. Gibson said 
that the Wildcats will go back to the old "50" defense that 
was the basis for K-State 's leading the Big Eight two 
years ago in that category. 

*'We have a lot of people counting on us to win," Gibson 
said. "And we're goii^ to return to a hard nosed football 
philosophy and do just that." 

And somehow, one has got to believe that the "Purple

CmuSTENSBN estimated that 
about 25 Indians forced their way 
into toe courtoouse before being 
rqielted by tw gas. 

Two police cars were virtually 
destroyed during the melee. About 
SO armed police, highway 
patrolmen and sheriff's deputiM 
were involved in the battle. 

The Indians stormed the 
courthouse after Meaiu and 
another AIM leader, Dannto 
Banks, met with Gates. 

They donanded that DarM Scb- 
mite. 30, Custer, be re-arrettad 
and charged with murder to the

Amnesty question 
confronts nation

With the withdrawal of American combat tnx^ from 
Vietnam, a tremendous emotional problem confronts our 

This tedious issue is the granting of amnesty to the 
estimated 70,000 draft evaders and military deserters 
now exiled in Sweden or Canada due to the Vietnam 
conflict. 

Ibe only ammiit mie4y to tlifs pndicraieiit to 
all resisters be praeouted, but not pttmesM for their 

actions. 

Itiis measure stems from the post WWU Roberts 
board decision that attempted to administer a unifionn 
pesMdty to the iBjm men who roaiit«d the war. The 
board found this maneuver placed innocent resisters in 
the same elaaa as the 'flagrant oKeodaw" of the war. 

UPON REVIEW, the Robert's board decided to try 
each deserter and evader on the merits of his case. From 
this action the board recommended that President 
Truman pardon 1 ,5Za oiep and alkwr conditioiHil amnesty 
to another 1,518! 

the board also found that some 12,000 men did not 
deserve sucli merit. They found that aoM of theia men 
already were wanted on charges of mur^, rolteiy, 
family desertion and other serious crimes. 

This precedent should be applied in the case of Viet- 
nam. Some spheres of influence beUeve the Vietnam 
resistor was acting on moral principle, but as ^ 
Robert's board iUustratod, some offrndsrs nuQr ba wai- 
scrupulous characters. 

Another point is the 'Immorality of the Vietnam war" 
that is upheld by many in our society. These people 
beUeve amno^ should be a blanket frattcy and tint 
America's "unlawful conflict" protects mUitary 
resisters firaon prasecution undsr the Selective Servioe 
laws. 



; proUm that arises from ttiis attitude is tlial 
more tfaan 50,000 men laid down tfa^ lives, more than 
300,000 were wounded and om 1,600 men have been 
Indochina POWs. 

Through the policy of blanlcet amnesty, what can be 
said to the famUies who lost their sons or biiifaaiids and 
the men who carry wounds from VMiam combat? 

One problem die most serious to the amnesty question 
is morality. Does the individual have the right to follow 
laws that are personally beneficial to Mm and reject 
others that he may not agree with?

**IP fins ravWOB is passed any 
tenant whofosB through the first 
steps of filing for escrow and then 
comes to me for inspection is 
protected from eviction for three 
months, even if the conditions 
aren't substandard," Beckenauer 
said. "It should stop the renter's 
fear of being evicted if they 
complaia*' 

The usefulness of the escrow 
clause rests on the word "sub- 
standard" 

"Renters will call me up and 
will think if the tile is coming up 
from tteir floor and there are no 
screens on the windows that their 
building is substandard," 
Bedienauer said. "But none of 
them have been so far." 

Unly conditions which endai^er 
the life, Umb, h«ilth, prt^ty, 
safety or welfare of the occupants 
c&n be tattled substandard and 
can qualliy for escrow, 
Beckenauer quoted from tiie 
Unifflnn BtOkling Code. 

"I HAVE TAKEN a health in- 
spector with me to help mc 
delnnnine if a certain condition is 
hazardous to the renter's health," 
Beckenauer said. "I have also 
gone to inspect a house with a fire 
inspector to see tt tomattiiiig is a 
fire hazard." 

But since tlie escrow clause 
went lain tfftet il has not baan 

used. 

"Four to six people have called 
in for me to inspect their housing, 
but in all cases the cond i tions have 
not been substandard,' the in- 



Ltnda Rutschmann, off-campus 
housing officer, said she had 
talked with a couple of students 
about using the escrow fund to 
make the landlord make needed 
repairs. None of them wanted to 
wait that long, she said. Tbqr 
moved out instead. 

THE LENGIHY process to 

upgrade deteriorating building 
followed in the escrow clause 
be^ns with a letter from the 
renter to the landlord. Three 
copies of the letter should be 
made, Beckenauer said. The 
copies are for the landlord, the 
city housing inspector and the 
tenant 



The letter must specify what is 
wrong with the hcaaing. The 
landlard then has U daari to midte 
the repairs or contact the renter 
or Beckenauer to explain that 
plans fw the repairs are un> 
derway. 

If no action has been taken by 
tlie landlord after two weeks of ttie 

notice, Beckenauer will inspect 
the housing to Me if it is up to 
standard

One issue that may face the next 
gtadRittenate is the possibility ot 
m iacTMMd rote for dM •tudnt 

attorney. 

Student attorney Don Wdnr* is 
studying the feasibility of in- 
creasing his duties to include 
court action for students. Weiner 
now is limited to giving legal 
advice to students on a part -time 
basis. 

Weiner stressed that the idea is 
being studied but will be dropped 
if the btenefit to students is out- 
weighed by the costs and other 
considerations. If the [nroposal is 
feasible, Weiner will present it to 
senate for approval. If approved 
by senate the proposal migKt also 
have to be appwved by the Board 
of Regents. 

Weiner said about one out of 10 
legal problems referred to Um 
might require court appearances 
or other l^al action. Often, he 



said, cases could be solved out of 
court if the person threatening the 
student with legal action luew the 
student also had legal 
represeotatioii.

Christy is lying in the intensive care ward of a Kansas 
aty iMMpltal iiritti a 3»«alte bole iB IMT itQBa^^ 
i|dien, kidney and lung. 

The fact that she is still occupying a bed is a medical 
miracle — she died three times on the operating table. 
Her doctors now ^ve her a good chimoe for total 
lecovQiy. 

At 6:30 p.m. last Friday, Christy and a co-worker, both 
rental agents for a new apartment complex in Kansas 
City, Ks., were finishing last-minute details of the day's 
work. Two men entered the affleeandiMiesaid, 'Tbiaisa 
ttidnip.'* 

STARTLED, naturally, one woman said, "You're 
kidding." The two would-be robbers answered with their 
guns, four shots. The two women lay wounded on the 
of flee floor. Tbe men fled without taUng a dime. 
' Christy is 24 years old. She has a husband, mother, 
father, four sisters and two brothers. The situation is 
pathetic, especially when tragedy of this sort is 
becoming commonplace in our society. 

We are Indirectly FespOBsible for what bi^peoi cr has 
happenal to aU the Christys m this country. 

We elect government officials. The elected officials 
appoint and approve Supreme Court justices. Supreme 
court justices dictate and control our legal i^ystem. 

Our Iflftal system is kllUng hundreds of Chriii^ each 
year. Irresponsible justices have assured the common 
thief that by kiUkig witnesses to his crime, his chances of 
success are greater, (i.e. no death penalty for murder). 

There was a time when stealing a horse was 
{woldiablebiy death. Of course we realize ttiat the horse, 
then, was essential in certain situations in sustainhig 
human life ami was the only mode of transportation. 



HOWEVER, THROUGH sodal ev<dutlon our society 
has **mSmaB^** to the stage y^bm a human life is 
seomidary in importance to ptotaetton of the *'poor-sick" 
person (social worker phrase lor certain social ^HreUcts) 
who took that life. 

"Why?" is probably the most redundant — yet 
unanswered — question of the century. But settbig aside 
the question of irresponsibility hi the courts, we still are 
confronted with the problem of our society producing 
and influencing individuals to justify killing another 
human being for money. 

If this situation continues kng enough, you will be able 
to make yourself ignore this terminal social disease until 
the next Chris^ is your mother, husband, wife, dau^ter 
or even you.

HOT DOGS show up In the 

shopping carts of people from all 
income levels, but especially 
tower and middle tneorae. Hot 
dogs look like a good buy on the 
meat counter, but are they? Does 
tlie shopper nelly ^t the prolite 
he tfainks he is buying? 

it the hot dog package label 
ree<b "aU beef." the neat In die 
franks mMt be tO beef. If the 
package is labelod**idl meat," the 
meat may include beef, pofk, 
veal, lamb, and chicken. 

The components of the franks 
are noted fai &ieiMint on the fihont 
of the package, but their 
proportions need not be disdosed. 

The lean hot dogs of the 
Depression era contained about 20 
per cent protein. Frankly 
speaking, those were the good old 
days. 

The protein content of most iiot 
dogs nowadays is about 13 per 
cent. A person would have to eat a 
lot of hot dogs to get nuich protein. 

UNDER FEDERAL law, hot 
dogi need eontein only K per cent 
meat The rest of the wieners can 

be made up with water, cornsyrup 
solids, flavorings and additivea. 
The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) permits 
padcers to add up to 10 per ^t 
water to the naturally contelned 
45 per cent water and ^kMn Cit 
content of 30 per cent. 

So, your favorite hot dogs are 
only 12 per cent protein, plus up to 
55 per (%nt water, 30 per cent fat, 
five per cent oOwr stuff, [dus a 
qwinkUng of micro-organisms. 

Bacteria count in hot dogs would 
discourage anycme from eating 
franks right out of the package. 
They must be cooked adequately 
to kill the micro-organisms.

The latest recommended duily

weighing IM pminds needs S5 
grams vi protein daily and an 
average 22-year-old, 128-pound 
female needs SS grams. Ideally, 
one-ttdrd c( a daify protein quota 
would be met at each meal. The 
fiwiEliirter iunch Calls short in 
providing the needed protein 
nutrients. 

To get enough proteini in die 
lunch, one would need to add a 



glass <tf milk and a half-cup of 
baked beans. And llintfa only to 

get the protein. 

Ounce for ounce, wienen do not 
provide as much protdn as odier 

types of meats. Three-and-a-half 
ounce servings of poultry would 
provide 26 grams of protein; «,JN 
fis!:. 25 grams; of lean, beef, 
lamb, veal or pcvk, 24 grams; of 
canned tuna, 17 grama. Gompare 
ttiis to onljf U pams'far tero 
wienm. 

The protein found in fraok- 
furters is expensive. Tlw average 
cost per poimd of protein is $6.08 
for aUF-meiit fnnki and $7.»4 for 
aU-l>oef frftidw, according to 




BY CONTRAST, peanut butter 
and hamburger are better buys. 
About tw»-tUutl8 of an adulf a 
recommended daily aDowance of 
protein can be derived from a 
couple of peanut butter sand- 
wiches (five ounces of peanut 
butler, costing about 20 cents), a 
sevenounce hamburger (about 
cents) or 11 and a half ounces of 
hot dogi (tlMt's about seven hot 
dogs for 50 oeola). % 

Since more than half of a hot dog 
is water and more protein is 
available in ottm* sources at tower 

costs than hot dogs, hot dogs do 
not make nutritional sense. The 
hot dog fliese days isn't wortli Us 
salt, or mustard^ wUcliever ttie 
case may be.

Calling coyolM can prairide an opportunity for huntars 
and outsdoorsmen to keep their shooting from getting 
rusty in the off-season and a cbanoe for some doae-up 
obao^ation of wiklUfe.

THE CALL can be easily made or purcJiased at most 
s{wrting goods stem. I IM a cnU niade firm ti^ 
wood with a ruMMT band stretched between them. When 
the caller blows through the gap in the wood, the rubber 
band vibrates. With a Uttle practice, the sounds produced 
sound like a drying rabbit, one of a coyote's favorite meals. 

tlieeanir afaoidd takA eafe to stay out of si^t and not 
move around too much. Movement or the sight of a man 
standing upright will almost always acaia tbi ppodi^llff 
before the caller even sees him. 

SOME OF THE excitement of this type of hunting 
results from watcMng the bdiavlor of ttia animals that 
respond to the call. Some may rush towards the caller, 
while others will circle cautiously, sizing up the situation 
before they rush in for an easy meal. When they realize 
that a man, not a dying rabbit, is present, reactions range 
from bewilder ment to panic. 

Coyotes aren't the only animals that will answer the 
call. Almost all kinds of wild and domestic animals will 
respond once in a while. Once I had two angus calves and 
an owl respond at the same time. 

The call should be made with a sense of urgency , pain or 
fright, just like a dying rabbit would sound. The caUs 
should start loudly and gradually weaken and fade. 

Don't give up if nothing answers right away. In open 
country, it make take as long as half an hour to coax a 
siniiidoiis predator within range. WOi more cover it 
slioidAi*( teke qiilte as Iflog. 

WBEN YOU GIVE up on a spot, move fairly far to the 
next spot — maybe as much as a mile. On a calm dsf 
-call will carry for a long distance. 
^ Whether the caller plans to kill the coyote, take his 
picture or just watdi him, the caller should remember 
diat no spedM ofanlti^ is all btfd oraffi idod; If the caM 
is trying to eraiSatto an individual animal that has 
become a pest, calling may be an effective method. 

Usually though, most coyotes do little damage and 
sbouldn*t be kiBed without good reason.

THE UNIVERSITY president 
did not elaborate on how Granato 
may have violated the policy. 

Sharp said that at his in- 
stmctlons, Chuck Fairbanks, who 
at that time was head coach, - 
"(ttscuned this with Granato and, 
at the conclusion of the con- 
versation, asked for his 
resignatioa, elective Jan. 20, 
which was ttw date ci the 
meeting." 

Sharp also said that Granato 
and another assistant coach, Gme 
Hochevar, were subpoenaed 
before a federal grand jury 
meeting in Texas. Sharp said that 
grand ^iry "apparently is also 
investigating this matter.

Toiunwrt tUi view, I present a 
few statistics from a Brookings 
Instittttioi survey, published in a 
recent article by M. Stanton 
Evans. 

Stated in constant dollars, 
federal military spending has not 
increased in 20 years. Stated in 
1973 dollars, defense spending in 
1952 was $75.8 billion, wtiile in 1972 
the figures was $78 billloi. By 
contrast, expenditure on 
education, in constant dollars, 
increased Cnm $18.9 billion to 
$85.1 bilUon, an tnireMe 0(810 per 
cent. 

FURTHER, over the last 10 
years, military spending has 
declined from over half the 
federal budget to only about one- 
CUrd. As a per cent of Gross 
National Product, defense has 
declined from 10 per cent in 1M3 to 
about 7 per cent in 1973. 

The point 1 would hope becomes 
clear is that students waste their 
Ume attacking non-existent 
goblins such as this, especially 
while tb«« are real concerns such 
as (he tenure lystem and lack of 
student mMabem on Hi 
boards. 

It is problenw of this nature 
which mo6t deserve our efforts. 

They are not the frustrating 
dead-ends ttttt many may sup- 
pose. 

By demonstrating tiie desire to 
work hard and exercise mature 
judgment, business students have 
introduced a great deal of student 
input into decisions in thdr 




The potential for such in- 
volvement and the exertion of 
power and influence, exists In 
every department and coUe^. It 
wiU becfune a reaUfy only throu^ 
hard woik at that level, not by the 
efforts of the National StndMit 
Lobby in Washington. 

The NSL paints with pride to the 
Harris Amendment as evidence of 
its iitfluenee. This measure 
requires student participation on 
all university governing boards. 

LOOK AROUND. Do you see^ 
student on the Board of Regents? 
The Harris Amendment is merely 
a resolution stating that it would 
be nice if students were allowed to 
participate. There is no 
requirement that it be done and no 
penalty in the way of withhoiding 
fadafal ftmds. 

It was the type of measure that 
easily receives large majorities. 

If a need exists for a national 
arganizatioa to lobby for tiie in- 
tereste of students, the present 
organization dom not fuUill that 
need. If that organization really 
wislies to ascertain the opinion of 
shidents on the issues which most 
Erectly affect them, it ihoiikl not 
waste its time on the danfffiOf ■ 
defense-based economy. 

If it dMires to effectively ex^ t 
its infhienoe, it should toke great 
pains to project a non-partisan 
image and avoid issues which 
may stimolate (VPOiitiOD 
those who might 
port its ^forts. 

Finally, its spokmmen should 
riftain from nams-caiihig.

Hutchinson first claimed that ROTC training was 
restricted only to U.S. citizens and by not fitting into 
that category, he blocked Tamara from the class. 
She applied however, claiming a special exemption 
because of the benefit the ROTC training wouU have 
when she returned to Palestine. HutdriMmiailt^^ 
reconsider — but ntrf. for hmg. ^^(T 
He flnaUy tdodted Tamara from the class ex- 
plaining that Kansas law stated, "All male students 
will be required to take militaiy training."

Gould-sallow faced

Elliott Gould in red silk pajamas, a fiill beudt WMl horiHlmmed 
glassa looks like a lost rabbinical student. And be doesn't improve in a 
terry clotti bath robe or an orange jump suit with sloggy rabbets. 
Gould's ludicrous appearance and matching performance as the suicidal 
arcbeolQgist, David, is, in fact, whatfs wrong with Bergman's "The 
Touch." 

Muddling through his lines like a saOow laeed so^p open Casanova 
and looking as be does, I>avid is simply not a .vary coDvhietQg lover for a 
middle a^ boustfrau (Bibi Andersson). 

Though Bergman, who's motto seems to be life is a compromise, is 
obsessed with characters completely lacking in nobility of spirit, his 
regular's, Max von Sydow and Bibi Andersson, mitigate the director's 
pessimism by at least locAing noble. Gould can't even do that 

Max von Sydow as the housewife Karin's husband, Andreas, once 
again plays the tangdog. Noise stdc type. Bibi Andersson' s per- 
formance far excels the rest. As the adulterous Karin, she portrays a 
middle class woman, who in the sensuous ripeness of her thirties, fears 
becoming matronly. Reassured of her feminine charm by the amorous 
attentions of David, she nevertheless values the security of her subur- 
banesque existence, and is not willing to forfeit the hearth for the 
perpetual galactic orgasm. Not until she carries David's child does shs 
consider giving up her family. 

Bergman's symbolism is, as usual, freights with a ton of unexplained 
significance. So much so dut one woiutors if If s not fortuitous.

"Cat and Mouse," based on Gunter Grass' novel of 
the same title, is a tedious disappwntment Com- 
pteiely lacking the wit and pace of the (H-iginal, it is a 
dreary production thai bdongs on the late, .late, late 
show.

**Our biggest problem is competitloa with Oie ottier 
coUeges," accortfng to Bobby Jackson, assistant 
UkMI coadL ^'Everybody wants a great foottian 
l^yer and almost everytMdy in the natlini knows about 
a n^ier player."

In past yeem K-State has gottoa at most only one- 
third of its schfrianh^ footell remits from Kansas 
high schools. 

"IN A GOOD year there are only 20 to ^ scholarah^ 
players^ in the state of Kansas — and those have to lie 
divided among the three major state schools," Bobby 
Jackson said. "We feel veey lucfcy if we get if iMtale 

players." 

"It's not that the Kansas players aren't good," said 
Dick Peters, administrative assistant to Head Coach 
Vince Gibson, "but we are in a low density area and 
most of our playas mnst be n e mdle i l fran out 

state " 

Because the National CoUegiate Athletic Association 
limited the number of new recruits a school can put on 

scholarship, K-State has changed its formuLs for 
recruiting irv hopes of getting the better athletes. 

"We feel we have to upgrade our recruiting towlnllie 
big eight," Jackson said. "We have lacked the super 
athtete." "One guy like Johnny Rogers or Rich Glover 
ean make all of ^ dUfotenee." 

Now FOR A student to be offered a scholarship, 
tliree coaches must approve him, rather than jt»t one 
coach as in past years. Because it is impossible to see 
most of the players in action, the coaches spend many 
hours in the film rooms. 

To find these "blue chip" players, tiie whole football 
coaching staff has to spend many hours on the road 
around the nation. 

IN THE SPRING K-State mails out cards to all high 
school coaches hi Kansas and many ttiroagliDut flie 

United States. These are returned with the names and 
vital, statistics of high school players that the coaches 
would recommend to play Big Eight football TfaU 
serv^ as an excellent starting point, alttMMrihtlMI Bstla 
supplemented throughout the fall. 

"We started out keeping tabs on 250 players In 
tendier and ware idtewinftW 1^ Dee«Bte," Petsn 
said. 

These players all reoetve tetters from K-Stete, wMch 
are f flowed up by a penoaal visit after the foottMU 
season is over. 

"When we first meet with the potential recruits, we 

try to find out their personal preferences," Jackson 
said. ''Sometimes a kid wants to go out of state or to a 
particutor school or oonrcreDee." 

"What you stress depends enOrdy on the individual," 
Jackson said. 'Generally we make them fed VkM^ first, 
they will receive a great education; second, they will be 
happy at K-State, end tUnll ttiijy wfH play a great 
brand of football"

Ttie NCAA has changed the grade requbwrnenti for 
scholarship football players. "A student miat have at 
least a 2.0 grade point average in high school btf ore he 
can play football," according to Peters. 

Once a guy has started playing for us, he must keep 
up a 1.6 GPA for his first 60 hours and have at least a 1.8 
GPA from there on, Peterv said.

Among other ttiin^i, Funk points out in liii artlcio ttuit 
the Athletic I>ei>artment spent more than $38,000 
recruiting last year. He also describes a day in the life of a 
K-State recruit. To recap it briefly, the recruit is escorted 
anwiid by a teratlfid Gflbooo GM sad a frimdhr Grid- 
Getter. He is shown all theatUetfeficflitiesaiidtddwIiftt 
K-State would mean to him. 

He spends his afternoon at Vince Gibson's house where 
he plays pod and foosball in the basement wtih other 
players and mora GSiMiiGlris. He flnds time to cruise tie 
campus and talk ,to a toaebor biim Ilia avntag't » 
tertaiiitiifffit. 

THERE'S NOTHING wrong with this, mind you. In fact, 
K^te Is s*id ^ iomelio opmta a venr abovfrground 
recniitiiig pragnaii. (We*ireIeaniedour iiimfr«XD flia 

past). 

That's not what bothers me. What I was thinking was 
this — Wouldn't it be great if the rest oi the University 
ooutd afford IS8,00O to spend on aeademic recniitloi? Asn 
not brains as Important as brawn? Wouldn't it be 
something if the more scholarly people on campus could 
recruit high school prospects like the football program 
can? If tliey could, it would probably look somettlng like 
fliis. 

Visualize, if you can, the highly sought-after valedic- 
torian of a well-regarded high school. University officials 
want him to attend K-State. They've studied his tran- 
scripts, looked at his aptitude scores, perhaps even 
stoffied films of him taking a test. Now tbey mntt make 
their decision — do they want him? 

"I don't know about this kid," one would say. "He's 
iredicted to only do about a 3.5, and we want at least a 
3.8." But they decide to take a chance, and the lucky 
candidate is invited to Maiiiwtten for a visit. 

UPON ARRIVAL, he's met ihs usual wdcoming 
committee — lead by the IfcOatar Maidens and the Giade 

Getters. They take him for a quick tour of the higher 
points of the campus, making sure he gets an eyeful of the 
auditorium, although they discourage looking at Fairchild 
Hall. He takes a guided tour ol Seaton HaU, and la im- 
mediately amazed at flie deep tndltloa of ''Purple Pride 
in Engineering." 

After that they prepress on to the Library, where the 
recruitee is Impressed with the facilities Farrell has to 
offer. His eyes bulge when he sees the data processing 
center. He casts more than a casual glance at the audio- 
visual center. When he asks "How does one go about 
finding books in this place?" they quickly duck the 
question by taking him to the basement for a coke. 

Hie recruit's afternoon is well-planned. After lunch in 
the UnltNi, he is taken to President McCain's house where 
he will spend a pleasant day playing chess or bridge. He is 
catered to by his maiden who sees that his Coke glass is 
never empty. 

Minutes later, he gets some exercise by going to the 
Union Recreation Center and epjogring a game of ping- 
pong, while the Univerdty (Adals discuw ftie 
possibilities of signing him to a scholarship. 

The evening is spent with his date at a movie, or maybe 
a lecture, before the couple moves on to Aggie^dUe for a 
beer or two. It's there that the acadomic gets a look at the 
atldetic recruit, but he's soon hustled out of the bar by his 
hostess who fears be will get the wrong iroprnilon of the 
University.

There are no locks or bars here;

•way. 

THE TtfTTLE hoiMr Camp 

one of three in the state — the 
others are at Twonto Lake and 
Perry Roaenralr. 

Inmates selected for honor 
camps are screened carefully. 
^Id molostort, rapists and 
sodomists are rejected. Ap- 
plicants must have good recordi 
Inside prison. 

Robert Hannigan, superin- 
tendent of honor camps, in- 
terviews interested inmates at 
Hutchlnaon refornulory monthly. 
(AU honor camp meodien now 
come from tlw state refor- 
matory.) After the prisoner 
passes two screenings and sub- 
mits a formal rwiiieat to be 
trarsferred, he is sent to one of the 
camps within two we^. 

The advantages of the honor 
camps are built into the program. 
Work, recreation and com- 
parative freedom greet Uie 
convicts on arrival. 

HANNIGAN, who has been in 
iSse hoiior camp program »ix 
years, said, "Our job out here is 
rehabilitation in a teoaion-free 
atmoaphere. We teach the men 
how to carry a lunch pail — how to 
work a 40-hour-a-week job. You 
know, a lot of them never had a 
steady^

In good weather the Inmates 
operate tractors and chain saws. 
The do landscaping and car- 
pentry. They pick m> beer cans 
and clean the baOfaouMs in tlie 
parks. 

During bad weather ttw con- 
victs repair machinery, do 
plumbiog work and build picnic 
tables. The tablet are used in aU 
state ptodc and Ciamiptiig areaa.

Tht Tuttle camp has a 
tiasketball team that plays town 
teama in the area. The average 
age camp's population is 
decreasing and there is increased 
interest in sports. Games are 
played in the Blue Valley iU<h 
gymnasium. 

PRISONERS ATTEND high 
school football and basketball 

games at Riley County, • West- 
moreland and Randolph high 

schools. 

The camp has no chaplain, but 
prtooners may attmd the church 
(rf their choice hi flia area. 

Civilian clotfan are worn on 
weekends; jeans are allowed on 
week nights.

He was 
released and put on four years' 
probatlm. 

"They treat me okl^ Iwre. In 
fact, a lot better than I would treat 
me if it was the ottier way 
around." Joe explained that he 
wasn't doing time for every crime 
he had committed. 

Alcohol or dope is not Joe's 
problem "When I'm stealing 
I'm straii^t sobor in my mind — 
no pUla, m Mqnor.'* 

JOE BELIEVES he stole 

because of "not wanting toaee^t 
reality, I couldn't accept the 
responsibility of day-in, day-out 
living. I had many, many 
machinist Jobs that lasted a week 
— just long mough to draw a 
check." 

The parole board will review 
Joe's case fas June, tS74. Bb is 
hoping for a reduction in sentMce 
to free Urn in the meanthna. Two 
clemency appeals failed in 
Lansing. 

Life at Tuttle for Joe has a few 
drawbacka. "At Lansing a guy 
can do his own time. Here, if 
something cones up, it's harder 
not to get involved. AtLanstaig you 
can aak to tie kicked in your cell." 

The 10 correctional officers at 
Tuttle work lo-honr weeka. The 
officers carry no guns. No 
are available in the camp

Miller began to write poT 
nographic material in his posl- 
o^ice hours. He eventually was 
fired from his advertising post 
when his free-lance interests 
overrode advertisUig interests. 

He met with success when both 
Playboy and National Lampoon 
bought his articles. His Snt story, 
"Caked Joy Rag," appeared in the 
July 1971 issue of the Lampooa 

National Lampoon has the 
philosophy that nothing is sacred. 
"We like to get beneath the skin of 
ttrase who are sratittve to Ml 
iasue/' he said.

on," he added. 

Recent issues have lampooned 
such subjects as death, per- 
nography, crime and sexual 
(nistratifliis. 



Miller characterized the 
•difeorial stall of Nattcnal Lam- 
poon as being "naughty Cathode." 
He explained that Jewish humor 
wlfh Its focus on guilt is graduaQy 
being replaced by humor flMt 
centers around shame. 

Even though much of the 
magazine's satire lamblasts 
national figures, the magazine is 
not deluged wifii Ubd aulli. 

"MAD MAGAZINE broke down 
&m law suit barrier in their early 

years. Mad wchi their lawsuits, so 
people stopped bringing them in," 
he said. 

However, National Lampoon 
has three copyright infringement 
suits pendhig with Walt Dtaney, 
Archie Comics and Charles 
Schultz, he said. 

National Lampomi grew from 
editors Henry Beard and Doug 
Kenney's Harvard Lampoon 
parodies of Time, Life and 
Playboy, which they created and 
edited during their years at 
Harvard in the late 19M8. 

When the magazine was young, 
some retailers and distribuUMrs 
refused to stodk the iwagmhw* 
because thcgf found it offondva, he 
said. 

THE MAGAZINE often 

measures article successes with 
the volume of hate mail received. 
If opposition to an article is 
strong, "then we know we've* 

a good job," he said. 



A recent featnro on "^er- 
monette," which paroAed Cfarlit 

and Christianity, prompted many 
letters warning that "Jesus would 
send us to hell," he added. 

"We are less guided by specific 
reader comment and are more 
guided by an overall sense of what 
we're doing," he said. 

This editorial philosophy is 
paying off — circulation now is 
over 500,000 and rising at a rale of 
50,000 per month. 

"The magazine has a pa»«long 
readership of six, so ap- 
proximately four million people 
read it every nHiith," he Mid. 

MILLER SAID National 
Lampoon attracts readers bet- 
ween the 14 and 30 age bracket — 
witii a heavy concentraOflti hel^ 
ween ages 16 and 23. 

Writers are free to create what 
they want witliout fear of of- 
fending advertisers, he said. 
Because of the magazine's suc- 
cess, "we're not worried about 
advertisers and distributors 
anymore." 

Miller compared Natimial 
Lampocm with Mad Magazine — 
formerly the only major satire 
magazine in the Umted States. 

"Mad's first 30 issues were 
good, but tb^ blew it artistically 
— not eoonomicaily — hi 1168^" be 
said.

In a war tittit has never made ame, it seemi uniquely 
senseless that Americans, Vietnamese soldiers and 
innocent civiiianaare hmg loUxi la tlieat dsjya fli csiSB 

fire. 

For all families of these final victims of the war, the 
drcumstanoeB lend an added poignancy to grief. 

.Al)|>«renffy, a m>eedler halt to the ^ting was im- 
possible because of the difficulties in communicating 
word of the cease-fire to scattered Vietcong or N VA units 
while South Vietnamese forces were quick to retaliate 
any ceaseHre vlolatlonB. 

These impossibilities stemed from the desh-e by all 
sides to have the international inspection teams present 
when hostilities ended. But these teams were bogged 
down by governmental haggling. Therefore, the war 
dn^^ed on. 

MOREOVER, unlike most wars which end in a clear- 
cut victory for one side and surrend^ by the other, this 
conflict ended while the partic^Muis ittll wen Jockeying 
for posltiim. And fliedyhig 'last onsa^ocmtiiitied. . . . 

But the human spirit gropes for an explanation which 
reaches beyond these mundane considerations of 
technical difficulties and military advantage. Perhaps 
one possibility is to accept a univenal stoical faitii 
known to all during warfare. 

Itiis doctrine is that some men are Idlled on their first 
day in combat while others serve for years and never 
leave the country. It is unfair. But then life itself is not 
fair. 

It is particidafty unfair and an affront to both the 

U^dng and the dead who served in Viebiam, to assert that 
if the war has not in some sense been won, then they 
served in vain. 

this may be true in political or ideological terms, but 
it's untrue in fimdaniKatal human terms. Men do their 
duty in every s^ere of life even though they cannot 
foretell the cost or guarantee the consequences. 

THAT IS true of a weary Marine guarding his sleeping 
oonurades at a fcnrgotten firebase, of a wife caring for an 
incurably ill husband, of a policeman patrolling a lonely 
street or of a parent toiling at an unsatisfying job to 
support his children. 

In this larger human sense — though the war itself was 
a ghastly tragedy — the Americans who lost tbefar lives in 
l^etnam, from the first one 11 years ago to the last one 
recently, after the cease-fire, deserve liie bODOT and 
respect of their countrymen. 

This is the only "honor" that America can salvage 
from Vietnam.

2190) to provide free answers to 
questions. Several companies also 
will help i^repare returns, but 
their services gmereDy coat fem 
$5 and up.

MOST OTHER tax preparers 
stand behind the same claim. 
However, a professionally 
prepared return carries no 
promise of immunity from audit 
by the IRS. In fact, one business 
administration professor said tax 
returns prq;iared by someone 
other tban the taxpayer may be 
checked more closely than those 
prepared by the taxpayer, 
becauae the govemmant is tiding 
to atop fradulent preparers. 

One professional tax 
preparation company promiacs an 
"instant tax refund." However, 
Rod Huff aker, a representative of 
the company, said (he instant 
refund is not what it may appear ^ 
to be. The refund is, in ettect, a 
loan and the coatomer Rmst 
qualify for it the same way he 
would have to qualify for a regular 
loan from the cmspaay. In ad- 
dition, the customer must pay 
inter^t m the loan while tie is 
pa^ag it badi, since the company 
has no Wiy of requiring the 
goverranent to send the refund to 
it rather than to 0ia taxpayer. 

STATE TAX returns are 
prepared much the aame aa the 
federal returns are, A copy of the 
federal return also must be in- 
dttded with the state return. 

However, there is no minimum 
income level on the state return. If 
an hidlvldttal haa earned any 
income durtng Dn year, ho iHiit 
file a state rrtum. 

In addition, if an oufe^-atato 
student works in his home state 
during vacations and in Kansm 
during the school year, he musL^ 
file a return for both his hmomw 
state and Kansas.

Instead, these open-air comer 
markets sell plastic baggies full of stuff looking like 
spinach, or little pills that definitely weren't made by the 
Carter people. 

When I first walked by one of these establishments (I 
bet they hate that word), one of the venders walked up to 
me and said loudly , ''Wanna buy a lid or a pound? " 

I was so startled, I dropped my beer, and the vender 
walked off. 

And that is what students at the University of Colorado 
do for recreation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Government scieittisti Monday 
rqwrted findfiig ^oka of eO and 
bits of plastic "in massive 
proportions" in the Atlantic Ocean 
tram Ctepe Cod te tfw CarflilMftB 
Sea. 

The National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Admlniatratlon 
(NCAA) said the pollution was 
dtotributed "far more widefy than 
had pnvioiiity been snqncled." 

ANALYZING Samples of the 
mteroscQpic t^antoiiu that form 
tiie basis of the ocean's food chain, 
NCAA reported that "more than 
half the plankton samples (young 
fish and their food) collected from 
the surface waters were oil- 
(Haitenilnated,** 



The oil pollution was so thick, 
NOAA reported, that the tluee 
researdi th^ wMcli cmtoed flie 
Atlantic last summer liad tMoble 
coUecling samples at all 

"One of fife survey Bhlps,

NOAA said other researchers, 
at the Woods Hole, Mass., 
Oceanographic Institutton, found 
bits of the indigestible pliefle iB 
ttie larvae of fish. 

The Woods Hole scleattots 
feared the plastic might threaten 
the survival of the fish larvae that 
swallow it. 

Ocean explorer Thor Heyer- 
dahl. who sailed a modern 
reconstruction of an ancient 
Egyptian ship across the Atlantic 
in 1970, had reported seeing tar 
balb and plastic dMe all flu way 
from Africa to the Americas. 

NOAA'S ships found the 
pollution covering almost 700,000 
square miles of the U.S. Atlantic 
continental waters, the Sargasso 
Sea and the Gidf of Mexica 

The scientists estimated the 
contaminatlen covered about 50 
percentof flierarvey area off ttie 
East Coast from Massachusetts to 
Florkfai; 80 per cent in the 
Caribbean and Golf of Mexico; 
tgoA 90 per cent in an area 
surrounding the Bahamas and the 
West Indies. 

Plastics were less widespread 
twt appeared in all survey areas; 
ttie bmvlest eoncentretions wen 
from Cape Hatteras to Cape Cod. 

The agency said ttiat "the total 
enrironmental effect of ttiese 
vi^despread contaminants in the 
ocean remains to be evaluated.**
